Paisley has been going on in a small way for 
several years. 

I will forward you ali the information in 
my possession and aid you in every way in 
my power to protect the interests of the city.

A hasty ex¬ 
amination seems to indicate the amount as 
about five thousand dollars. His bond, given 
for the faithful performance of his duties, 
during the years in which the fictitious 
names were used, more than cover the 
amount taken.

To the Honorable , the Select and Common Coun¬ 
cils of the City of 1‘ittsburah. 

Gentlemen The petition of Jonathan 
Clark & Sons Company, a cotporaiion of the 
city of Chicago, State of Illinois, respectlully 
represents: 

That in April, 1897, your petitioners were 
awarded by your honorable bodies the con¬ 
tract for ilie construction of what is known as 
Highland reservoir No. 2, in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, the same to be constructed under the 
direction of the superintendent of Public 
Works of the city, for a price approximating 
$420,(100.00, and your petitioner entered into a 
bond in tlie sum of $500,000.00 with I he Mercan¬ 
tile Trust Company of the City of Pittsburgh 
as surely therein for the faithful performance 
by your petitioner of the conditions of the 
contract. 

Tlie contract provides that your petitioner 
should commence work within leu days after 
tlie signing of it, and make such progress 
“that all the masonry, and at least one-half of 
the excavation, shall be finished not later than 
i tie first of September, 1897 ; that on i he 31st 
day of October, is97. work shall stop, to be re¬ 
sumed on the first, day of April, 1898, and the 
reservoir shall be fully completed, ready to be 
put into service, on or before the first of .No¬ 
vember, 1898.” This gave about 330 working 
-days for the completion of ihe work, and that 
this time was considered sufficient is evf- 
i deuced by Ihe fact that Booth & Flinit, Gilles¬ 
pie Brothers and other local and foreign con¬ 
tractors bid upon the work. It might, lie here 
staled that outof the HHOdaysit rained, during 
| the years 1897 and 1898,about 120days,or It was 
impossible to do any work because of the con¬ 
dition of the ground from rains. 

Your petitioner, after the award of the con¬ 
tract, made a sub-contract with the firm of 
Walsh & Major for tlie excavation of the re¬ 
servoir basin and the digging of a cut-off drain, 
called for by the contract-, and work was 
promptly commenced by them. On June 9, 
1897, your petitioner placed Mr, B. is. Crocker, 

| nil engineer by profession, In charge of the 
| work. Mr. Crocker was for years assistant en- 
i gineer of the Sanla Fe Railroad, and under 
j his personal direction hundreds of miles of 
railroad, together with buildings, yards, etc., 
etc., were constructed, and he was fully equip- 
i ped for Hie technical and practical work of 
1 constructing the reservoir, a fact which will 
i be conceded by all the city engineer force who 
j caine in contact witti him. 

Upon arrival here Mr. Crocker found that 
although two months had elapsed from the 
signing of the contract, the work had not been 
staked off by the city engineers, there being 
1 nothing but some center stakes set. On June 
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13, 1897, three or four slope slakes, the first per¬ 
manent ones on the work, were set, and it was 
not. iinliTJune 19th that as little as one-third 
of the work was staked out, an amount scarce¬ 
ly worth mentioning in a work covering 
twenty-five acres of ground. In ttie meantime 
the work of excavating had been once stopped 
by the assistant, engineer in charge, and your 
petitioner had been compelled to slop re¬ 
peatedly because there was no place provided 
to deposit excavated material. The engineer 
in charge admitted on t,he ground, on June 21, 
that the delay in getting the work started was 
tits fault, and that your petitioner was enti¬ 
tled, even then, to an extension of time. 

Mr. Crocker, foreseeing that the completion 
of the masonry of the influent and effluent 
chambers was an important stipulation of 
the contract, asked, a few days after ins ar¬ 
rival on the work, that they be staked out in 
order to begin theexcavation. and this request 
was repealed frequently, but. It, was not until 
August 27, 1897, three days tie fore the two 
chambers were to be completed underthecon- 
tract. that one of them wa« even staked out, 
and that the effluent chamber. This delay 
was parliy.dne to (lie fact that the plan of the 
reservoir was changed by the Department, of 
Public Works after the contract was awarded 
and without any action of your honorable 
bodies thereon the embankmentbeing pushed 
out three feet at every point, grpatly Increas¬ 
ing tlie cost of the work to ttie cliy, as extra 
work at the unit, prices named in ttie contract 
was unavoidable. It might be here stated 
that ttie contract, with the city Is not for a 
lump sum, hut is at unit prices for the vari¬ 
ous kinds of work that, enter into the con¬ 
struction of the reservoir, such as masonry, 
excavating, puddle, &c., &c., prices being 
named for each class of work in the contract, 
and the amount receivable by your petitioner 
depending upon the amount of work done 
undereacli classification. This change neces¬ 
sitated the rehandling of a large amount of 
dirt for which compensation was refused on 
technical grounds. The season of 1,397 closed 
with some masonry work done on I lie effluent 
chamber and a fair start made on the excava¬ 
tion of ttie reservoir, liefore slanting down 
tile work that season the department, was 
again asked to have the influent chamber 
staked out, that work might be started upon 
it. at I lie opening of the season of 1898, and the 
detailed plans we re also asked for in order 
that the stone could be quarried for it. The 
staking out was dune in time, but ttie first of 
ttie plans was not furni.slicd mit.il .Tune, 1898, 
and the last of ttie plans about one year finer, 
or two years sifter they should have been fur¬ 
nished and about, eighteen months after the 
work on I lie chambers was to have been com¬ 
pleted. Tilts delay in staking out the influent 
and effluent chain Iters and furnishing the 
plans for them, accounts for theeiubankment 
not being carried up and completed on ttie 
northwest side of the reservoir, and was a 
cause of hi vat annoyance and expense to your 
petitioner by reason of delay in the work on 
the embankment. 

There w»s nothing in the plans or specifica¬ 
tions to indicate that there was to he a slope 
in ttie finished surface of the reservoir bot¬ 
tom, and a considerable area of the reservoir 
was, in 1 lie season of 1897, leveled to tlie sub¬ 
grade given by tlie engineer in charge and in 
October, 1898, a large area was prepared fori he 
deposit of puddle. The engineer in charge 
was asked tu give the levels for the finished 
surface, and when given it was found that the 
bottom of the reservoir was to be sloped so as 
to drain the basin to the 24 inch outlet in the 
effluent chamber. No notice whatever of this 


change of plan had been given to your peti¬ 
tioner, and It will cost yonr petitioner about 
S3.000 more than it can receive for doing the 
work. 

Tn August, 1898, there was a radical change 
ot plan by the engineer in charge, ordering 
your petit ioner to excavate the Inside slope or 
embankment between Stations 32 and 7, and 
to rebuild them as per a cross section then fur¬ 
nished. This greatly increased the amount of 
excavation and forced your petitioner to do 
expensive work not contemplated In the con¬ 
tract, and for which extra compensation was 
denied. It also limited the portion of the em¬ 
bankment to which puddle could be deposited 
to tiie space between Sections 21 and 32. The 
engineer in charge was notified that this 
change “practically disarranges onr plans 
made from ttie beginning, and necessitates a 
new and differentscherne of work. The char¬ 
acter of the work is essentially different from 
any contemplated under the original plans 
and specifications, and the amount, of addi¬ 
tional time that this will require is nlsoatthis 
time impossible to state, on account, of the 
amount and character of the work not being 
known.” No answer was ever received to 
this letter. 

Had this change not been made all the pud¬ 
dle work between Stations 82 and 12, on the 
upper slope, a distance of 1,300 feet, could have 
been done and the apron put on for the sum 
of money that, your petitioner has expended 
in doing the work as it now stands unfin¬ 
ished. All of tliiss work is now nine months 
beliincl where it would tiave been had the 
change not been made, to sav nothing of the 
increased cost to your petitioner. 

Another cause of delay in the completion of 
ttie work has been tlie action of the Dliector 
and lbe engineer in charge in regard to the 
rolling of the embankment. The specifica¬ 
tions provided that the embankment should 
be rolled with a roller of he tween ten and 
twelve tons weigh I, having corrugated wheels, 
and the assistant engineer of the city who 
drew tlie specifications for the reservoir, twice 
designed wheels lor the rollers, and on trial 
they failed to work and another design was 
adopied. and eventually a roller made in Har¬ 
risburg, and which weighed from three lo live 
tons more than ttie contract called for, was 
used. No maker could be found to guarantee 
a corrugated wheel roller. Your petitioner 
also got a roller from Canton, Ohio, which 
your petitioner - was permitted to use, “witii 
the distinct understanding that it was not to 
he taken as a precedent,” and was notified 
that any additional rolleis must be as good as 
the Harrisburg roller. The Director was noti¬ 
fied of the difficulty, that the rollers could 
only be used under the most favorable cir¬ 
cumstances as to conditions of ground and 
weather, but, no relief was given to your peti¬ 
tioner. The rollers broke down repeatedly, 
each break-down stopping ttie work of build¬ 
ing embankments until repairs could be ef¬ 
fected. A plain roller of seven or eight tons 
weight would be amply sufficient., in the opin¬ 
ion of your petitioner. The embankments of 
Highland Reservoir No. 1 were rolled with a 
horse roller and no complaint of the stability 
of ttie work has ever heen heard. Your peti¬ 
tioner asserts and can show that, t wo-thirds of 
ttie time lost on the construction of the em¬ 
bankment on such days as work could be 
done was csus°rt by the breakage of or Impos¬ 
sibility of using the rollers required, and de¬ 
signed by an assistant of the Department. 

Ttie stone work on ttie Influent and effluent 
chambers was sub-contracted, with ttie con¬ 
sent of the Director, witii a contractor named 





by him, Joseph Gianini, on June 2S, 1807, and 
under the supposition that the chambers 
would be staked out and the plans provided, 
our petitioner made arrangements for the 
roken stone lor concrete. Permission was 
asked ami granted to store the cement to be 
used on tlie work in the warehouse of George 
L. Peabody, in Past Liberty, the tests of the 
cement required by the contract to be made 
there. On receipt of that permission some 500 
barrels of cement were purchased and stored 
at Mr. Peabody’s warehouse and the engineer 
in charge asked to test tHe material. Your 
petitioner was then notified that no cement 
would be tested except on the work, and your 
petitioner was compelled, first, to pay rent 
to Peabody; second, 10 pay for the extra haul¬ 
ing of tiie cement, and third, to build a house 
to store it In. nils all made a delay of two 
weeks in getting the first, test. On the test tire 
whole 500 barrels were rejected, hut. at the in¬ 
stance of the manufacturer, and not of your 
petitioner, the cement was retested and ac¬ 
cepted some seven months later, or ill April, 
181)8, showing that there could have been no 
serious objection to it at the time U was first 
tested. The same tiling occurred again in 
.September, 1898, when 100 barrels ot cement 
were rejected on technical grounds, and re¬ 
tested at tbelnsianceof the manufacturer and 
accepted on tiie 23d of the same month. As 
these were the only cements your petitioner 
laid on hand, tiie work on tiie chambers and 
the embankment eoniiguous to them had to 
be stopped pending tiie tests. 

Tiie stone specified in the contract for tiie 
influent and elHuent chambers is Reaver Val¬ 
ley sandstone, “ free from any seams or other 
defects which in the judgment of tiie Director 
may iinpulritssirengitior durability." Under 
this clause siones that were to be buried where 
they never would be seen unless the reservoir 
were drained for tiie purpose of cleaning it, 
were rejected for blemishes or offenses U> the 
eye aione, and, either by accident or design, 
tiie rejected stones were the largest and most 
difficult loquarry by reason of peculiar shapes, 
ana frequently it took weeks to replace them. 
The masons were allowed to set stones that 
were subsequently rejected, and siones cut 
and lying on the ground for weeks in plain 
view of the Inspectors were rejected after 
they had been lifted by the derrick and were 
about to beset. \our petitioner asked that 
notice of the contemplated rejection of stone 
be given, spec!lying the plan number and 
letterof the sione and the reason for its re¬ 
jection, but tills reasonable request was posi¬ 
tively denied. 

The specifications for puddle require that 
the maieriid shall belhe besi the site affords, 
and that the Director shall decide which are 
the best materials; lhat the clay shall be 
ground to such flnenesss as directed. Tiie 
cugineer in charge Hrst sakl that the clay 
should be ground to the fineness required for 
iressed brick manufacture. In September, 
897, the engineer In charge was asked to point 
out the clay that would be acceptable to the 
city. Your petit toner had recoin mended Die 
disintegrated shale exposed by the excivation 
of I lie cut-off drain at bunker Hill as being 
the be*tand most available materia! exposed 
on the ground. It is a well-known fact that 
ground shale makes the tlnesi brick to be 
found in the market. Tiie engineer in charge 
was shown tiie material exposed in the cut 
and also samples ol barings taken at various 
points on the bill through which Hie cut 
passes. All of these samples he positively re- 
lused to accept and said that the Hunker Hill 
clay would not answer. It was decided that 
the puddle clay must be taken from the bot¬ 


tom of the basin, and it was necessary that 
the siorage should begin at once in order to 
save enough clay to make the vast amount of 
puddle required, some 60,000 cubic yards. The 
puddle plant was accordingly located at tiie 
base of supply of the raw material, some 
twelve hundred feel, from Bunker Hill, and 
after It was so located and built your petitioner 
was notified that the Bunker Hill clay, recom¬ 
mended from the start, must be used and ttiat 
no other clay would be allowed. The result is 
that from tiie location of the puddle plant 
your petitioner has a long haul for the clay 
from Bunker Hill to the plant, and then from 
the plant to Hie place where it is to be finally 
deposited, whereas, had the plant been located 
where requested ihere would have been prac¬ 
tically bin one haul, that ot the finished ma¬ 
terial, The clay first selected by the Depart¬ 
ment to be used in making puddle has by 
this change been used for building embank¬ 
ments, and your pelitioner has bait to haul it 
from the bottom of the basin onto the em¬ 
bankment at a gr ally increased cost, for 
which no extra compensaiion has been al¬ 
lowed. It has also retarded the work, as the 
puddle clay and storage pile stand on the 
bottom of the basin to be puddled. 

After it was decided Hint your petitioner was 
to use clay from tiie bold ora of the reservoir 
the question of Hie fineness 10 which it should 
be ground, that being le.lt, under the contract, 
to the decision of the Director, came up, and 
it was decided by the engineer in charge that 
all gravel for puddle should pass through a 
screen with three meshes io the inch, nine 
perfora ions to the square inch; all sand for 
puddle should pass through a screen with 
twenty meshes io the inch, four hundred per¬ 
forations to tbe square inch, ami all ground 
clay for puddle should pass 1hrough a screen 
of sixty mesues to the inch, 3,6U0 perforations 
to the square inch, wire screen to be 35 Stubbs 
gauge, it is not necessary to point out tiie 
impracticability of grinding sufficient clay 
finer than flour is ground to make about. ti0,0iK) 
cubic yards of puddle. The cost of a plant to 
do this work would be more than any profit 
that could possibly be, made on the work 
under the most favorable superintendence, 
and the area it would require would exceed 
the whole bottom of the reservoir basin—ten 
acres, The absurdity, impracticability and 
injustice of these requirements were repeat¬ 
edly pointed out to the engineer in etiarge 
without avail, until the attempt to grind clay 
in the maimer provided was shown to be an 
impossibility. More than one-half of Ihe clay 
Dint, it was attempted to pass through the 
screen traveled back and forth between the 
screen and drying pan and was eventually 
removed by your petitioner and put upon the 
embankment, it being uiterly impossible to 
screen it. Buddie made in this way would 
cost $5.0D a cubic yard and t he contract price 
was only 80 cents. At Hie time, your peti¬ 
tioner was threatened by the Director that 
unless he provided a plant at once to meet the 
requirements the work would be taken oil 
your petitioner’s hands. Tiie requirements as 
to the gravel screen wasted a large percentage 
of the best gravel, and the sand screen let 
through only tiie finest of sand, which was en¬ 
tirely unsuitable for tne work of making 
puddle. 

Your pelitioner might enumerate many 
petty exactions and an honest attempt to 
comply with them. Work has been repea edly 
done twice through the fault ot the engineer 
in charge, and no extra allowance made for it. 
Your petitioner was forbidden to do hauling 
on the public streets, especially on Highland 
avenue, because it disturbed the sleep of the 
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Direcior, and after the represention that your 
petitioner had no control over tiie teamsters, 
who were sulvcont factors and restdenis of 
Pittsburgh, to avoid further trouble the loads 
were hauled up another street, your petitioner 
providing, at Ids own expense, extra teams to 
get the wagons up the grades. Your petitioner 
was obliged to pay for curbstones on Hunker 
Hill street, alleged to have been broken by its 
teams In hauling, yet the curbstones were 
never removed and are still to be seen in place. 
In May, 1898. your petitioner was notified that 
unless an electric light plant was installed 
that day on the work, and thereafter a double 
force of masons was employed on the cham¬ 
bers and the puddle plant was increased to the 
capacity demanded,—although the capacity of 
the plant was (lien, and lias always been, 
greater than needed, as Is evidenced by the 
fact that there are seven thousand yards of 
puddle now stored awaiting use, and it has 
not been possible to use more than eighty per 
cent. (80 p. c.) of the puddle made,—the cou- 
tract would be taken off its hands, a threat 
that was not executed. 

The contract provides that once a month an 
estimate of the amount due the contractor 
shall be made and 85 per cent, of it paid to 
him and tiie balance retained until the com¬ 
pletion of the work. All through 1897, 1898 and 
the spring of 1899 ibis condition was repeated¬ 
ly violated. On May 5th, 1899, estimate No. 18, 
tor the month of April, was given by your pe¬ 
titioner, showing t hat 81,562.80 woi Hi of work 
had been done. Tills estimate was not paid ; 
and on .May 24th a substitute estimate for 
$ 1 , 895 . 70 , for stone work exclusively, was given 
your petitioner and paid by the city to tiie 
sub-contracior. Tills left the city in debt to 
your petitioner $3,167.10 for April work. On 
dune 12 the May estimate was given, $3,031.10, 
all of which was for stone work, and was paid 
directly to the sub-contractor, although dur¬ 
ing May your petitioner was working all its 
force. On July 3 an estimate of $8,918.10 for 
June work was given, over one-half of which 
went to the sub-contractor tor stone work. 
Your petitioner being unaole to continue the 
work without payment o( estimates, so noti¬ 
fied tiie Director on the 14th day of July, 
whereupon the Direcior promised if your pe¬ 
titioner would continue work that a lull esti¬ 
mate of tiie amount of work done to date, de¬ 
termined by a survey, would be made and 
paid, and iliat thereafter an estimate to cover 
labor would be made and paid each two 
weeks. Rather than have the work stop alto¬ 
gether your petitioner consented to this ar¬ 
rangement, and under it paid out $28,365.86 for 
labor, and received from the city bi-weekly on 
tiie same account $22,965.64, leaving a balance 
due your petiiioiier of $5,399.72, payment of 
which was demanded of the Director and re¬ 
fused, and this in violation of Ills personal 
and official promise to pay the pay rolls bi¬ 
weekly, The promised survey was also made 
by the City Engineer corps, under the charge 
of your petitioner’s superintendent, something 
probably uevcr done before in the history of 
contracting. Had Mr. Crocker been dishonest 
a mistake of fifteen or twenty thousand yards 
might have been made in your petitioner’s 
favor with small danger of detection. Esti¬ 
mates for tiie work, at tiie unit prices of the 
contract, as thus ascertained, since July 14th, 
were given by the Director and paid, amount¬ 
ing to $22,965.64. Tiie last estimate was paid 
on November 6tli. The work was continued 
until December 1611), and your petitioner be¬ 
lieves that an estimate was prepared by the 
engineer in charge alter December 16th, but 
it was not paid. To carry on tiie work since 
July 14th necessitated an expense other than 


for labor of about $4,500, which sum exceeds 
any possible profit that could be made from 
the estimate of $22,965.64, so that since Juiy 
14th your petitioner lias been presenting to 
the city botti its time and several thousand 
dollars in money in order that the work might 
not be stopped. 

Since the cessation of work in November 
last your petitioner lias repeatedly expressed 
to the Direcior a willingness to goon witli tiie 
work, even under the exacting conditions of 
the contract, and this lor tiie reason that 
while a loss in tiie completion of the work is 
unavoidable, your petitioner believes that it 
can be greatly reduced by reason of the experi¬ 
ence acquired by your petitioner in the doing 
of the work so far. Tiie Director has given no 
notice of any kind to your petitioner, but has 
publicly declared, if the newspapers are to be 
believed, that the contract has been taken off 
your petitioner's hands, and that your peti¬ 
tioner will be assessed tiie penalty of $100.00 a 
day lor delay since November 1, 1898. 

Your petitioner gives willing testimony to 
the efficiency and zeal of the assistants put 
upon the work by the Director. They have 
bean at all times vigilant, in carrying out his 
orders and directions, while not always agree¬ 
ing as to the practicability and desirability of 
them for tiie city. The Director, within the 
knowledge of your petitioner, has never been 
on the work but once, and then for a few min¬ 
utes mi horseback. He was invited repeated¬ 
ly by Mr. Crocker to visit the work, and re¬ 
peatedly promised to do so. 

Your petitioner is advised that under the 
contract, with tiie city and under the decision 
of the courts of the State of Pennsylvania, it 
has no redress for tiie harsh, oppressive and 
unbusinesslike treatment it has received at 
tiie hands of tiie Director, and that the only 
redress for ihe wrongs complained of is by an 
appeal to yonr honorable bodies. 

Your petitioner therefore prays that your 
honorable bodies may refer this petition to an 
appropriate committee to investigate tiie 
charges made herein and make report there¬ 
on. and that your honorable bodies may take 
such action upon their report as to right and 
justice may belong. 

In addition to the charges we make above, 
your petitioner is prepared to show: 

1st. ThaL the reservoir cannot be completed 
under tiie absurd specifications contained in 
tiie contract, and tiie Director’s interpretation 
of ihem, in less than three years, and tills un¬ 
der the most favorable circumstances, and at 
a cost which will vastly exceed the estimated 
cost , $420,000.00. 

2d. Your petitioner is advised that there is 
a doubt, as to Its liability for any damage that 
may be assessed against it by the Director 
and Hie consequent liability of its bondsmen, 
and that the money which must be Inevitably 
expended in excess of tiie estimated contract, 
price for tiie completion of the reservoir, 
probably $150,000.00, cannot be recovered from 
either. 

3d. The work remaining to be done is of 
such a nature, and the probability of damage 
by tiie elements is such, that no contractor 
would be willing to undertake the work for a 
stated sum. 

4th. The entire construction of the reser¬ 
voir should be modified and changed to con¬ 
form to reservoir construction as heretofore 
practiced in this city and elsewhere. 
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■ 5th. The contract being based on unit prices 
for the various kinds of work contemplated 
by It, I he cost can be expanded by the Direc- 
tor at tils will in ordering changes, and your 
petitioner avers that if a comprehensive, sen¬ 
sible plan of const ruction be adopted, the cost 
may yet be kept within the limits of the orig¬ 
inal estimate. I

At that place it laid a grooved rail, which 
continually acts as a trap for the corks of the 
shoes of horses as they pass along Grant Street 
at right angles to the rails. 

From the action of this trap rail, many 
horses have their shoes pulled off every day. 
They are frequently thrown down, their har¬ 
ness broken, and sometimes their hoofs are 
pulled off with their shoes. 

The horses fall across the track and the cars 
are stopped and delayed fora long time nearly 
every day. thus interfering with public travel 
and with loss to the company. 

The city Is liable in every ease for the in¬ 
juries suffered by the horses and wagons, and 
any owner of them can hold her liable; par¬ 
ticularly after she has this notice.

ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT 

Made and entered into this-day of May, 

A. D. 1900, between (he Pennsylvania 
Water Company, a corporal ion of the Slate 
of Pennsylvania, hereinafter termed the 
party of the first part, 

AND 

The City or Pittsburgh, hereinafter termed 
me party of the second pait: 

Whereas, North Homestead is a certain 
territory opposite the town of Homestead, 
Pennsylvania, and intersected by the easiern 
boundary line of the City of Pittsburgh, and 
is more particularly known as the Homestead 
Bank & Life Insurance Company’s plan of lots 
(see plan recorded in tlie Recorder’s office of 
Allegheny County, in Plan Book vol. 4, page 
224), and a portion of North Homestead is 
within Hie Twenty-second ward of the C/ty of 
Pittsburgh; and 

Whereas North Homestead is at present 
an isolated territory, and cannot be connected 
with the pipe ilne system for water supply of 
the party of the second part, and 
Whereas, The party of the second part 
desires to give the benefits of a water supply 
to the res dents of that part of North Home¬ 
stead which is within the Twenty-second 
ward, City of Pittsburgh; and 
Whereas, The party of the first part has a 
pipe line adjacent thereto, and is willing to 
extend its line into the said territory. 

Therefore, It is mutually covenanted and 
agreed: 

1st. The party of the first part shall within 
months from the date Hereof, lay and 
complete In that part of North Homestead 
which Is within the Twenty-second ward of 
the City of Pittsburgh, forty-three hundred 
and ninety (4y«0) feet of six inch water pipe, 
and twenty-three hundred and eighty (2380) 
feet of eight inch water pipe, furnish ana 
erect sixteen fire hydrants, sixteen six-inch 
valves and ten eight-inch valves, in accord¬ 
ance with the requirements of the parly of the 
second part. 

2d. .Said pipe line is to be laid with materi¬ 
als of the present standard and design of the 
party of the second part, and under the super¬ 
vision and according to the direction and 
at the grades, to be furnished by Lite party of 
the second part. The party of the second part 
to furnish the grades and Inspect the work 
without expense to the party of the first part. 

3d. The party of the first part will furnish 
water to private consumers in the same man¬ 
ner, and at the same rates as charged in the 
Borough of Wilkinsburg, and in the Thirty- 
seventh ward of the City of Pittsburgh, Pa. 

4th. Parly of the second part shall pay for 
tire hydrant service an annual rental of forty 
dollars ($40) for each lire hydrant erected; the 
total number of Are hydrants to be sixteen (L6). 
The party of tlie first part shall maintain con¬ 


tinuously a water pressure on each and every 
fire hydrant of not, less than fifty (50) pounds 
per square inch. The party of the second part 
to have tlie right, to u-e water for all public 
purposes wlthoutaddiiionai charge. 

5th. It is expressly covenanted and agreed 
ttiat the party of the second part shall have 
the right at any time, upon six months’ notice 
given to the party of the first part by tlie Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Public Works of 
the City of Pittsburgh, to purchase ail of the 
above named pipe line, including the pipes, 
valve*, fire hydrants, etc., upon payment to 
the party of tlie first part of tlie actual cost of 
construction of the same, which is to lie ascer¬ 
tained at the time the pipe line is laid, and the 
party of t he first pu t agrees to furnish proper 
and satisfactory proof of said cost to the parly 
of tlie second part at the time tlie pipe line is 
laid, but, It is expressly agreed that the party of 
tlie second part shall In no event pay more than 
eighty five hundred dollars ($8,500) for said 
pipe line, and that said sum is to be without 
Interest. 

6tli. The party of the second part may 
require the party of the first part at any time 
to make any extensions of its pipe line for 
water supply In said territory, which tlie 
party of Hie second part may deem to be 
proper. Tlie number of fire hydratits to be 
located in said extensions to be at tlie same 
average distance as in the pipe line above 
mentioned, and the same annual rental of 
forty dollars ($40) per hydrant shall be paid 
and water pressure of fifty (50) pouuds per 
square inch maintained on each hydrant, uud 
the party of the second part to have the same 
right to u>e water for public purposes without 
additional charge; and in case of any exlen- 
slonsof said line it is expressly agreed that the 
party of the second part, may purchase said 
extension of the pipe line at actual cost of 
same, without interest, proof of cost to be 
made b.v tlie party of tne first part at the time 
the extensions are built and in tlie manner 
above stated, and the same notice to be given 
by the party of second part of its intention to 
purchase said extension. 

7th. It is expressly agreed that whenever 
the party of ttie second part shall purchase 
tlie said pipe line and extensions, the party of 
tiie first part shall relinquish at once all 
claim and right whatsoever to enter said 
territory with its lines, and the party of tlie 
second part, in making this contract relin¬ 
quishes no rights whatsoever that it now 
possesses, or may hereafter possess.

The petition of Emil Winter of the city of 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, resp ctfully repre¬ 
sents : 

That your petitioner and one William Van- 
kirk became sureties on the bond of William 
C. Moreland, in the penal sum of $10,000, con¬ 
ditioned that tire said Moreland should faith¬ 
fully perform his duties as City Attorney and 
account for all moneys belonging to said city 
and coming into his hands between the first - 
day of February, 1888, aud the first day of 
February, 1892. That the term for which the 
said William C. Moreland had been elected 
City Attorney and for which your petitioner 
had become his surety expired on February 1, 
1892, and within two weeks thereafter your 
petitioner went to Euslis 8. Morrow, then 
Controller of the City of Pittsburgh, and sta ted 
to him that your petitioner did not propose 
to renew his bond or become surety for said 
William O. Moreland for tlie new term for 
which lie had been recently elected, and your 
petitioner demanded that all of the accounts 
of the said William C. Moreland as City 
Attorney for the term for which he had be¬ 
come surety should be at once audited and 
settled, so that yonr petitioner might know 
the extent of his liability, if any, under the 
bond hereinbefore mentioned, and might pro¬ 
tect himself against any such liability as 
might be ascertained. That the then Con¬ 
troller, Mr. Morrow, Informed your petitioner 
that the accounts of William C. Moreland for 


the term for which your petitioner was surety 
had been audited and settled In full, and were 
all right. Relying upon these statements, 
ami knowing nothing to the contrary, your 
petitioner did nothing to secure the settle¬ 
ment oi said accounts, or to obtain security 
for said William 0. Moreland against his 
liability on his said bond which he then could 
have done, but which it Is now impossible lo 
obtain. Thai under the Ordinances of the 
City of Pittsburgh enacted in pursuance of 
the Acts of Assembly of the State of Pennsyl¬ 
vania establishing the office of Controller of 
said city, it whs provided, among other 
things, that the City Controller should have 
supervision and control of the fiscal concerns 
of all officers of the city who shall collect, re¬ 
ceive or disburse the public moneys, or who 
are charged with the management or custody 
thereof, and may at. any time require from 
any and all of them an account in writing of 
any and all moneys belonging to the said 
city in their hands, or under their control, 
ami lie shall immediately upou the discovery 
of any default or delinquency report same to 
Councils. And under the Ordinances it was 
further provided that the said City Controller 
should prescribe (he fo.in ana manner in 
which ail accounts and account books of tilts 
several city officers should be kept and the 
form in which their official reports should be 
made to esiablish uniformity therein, and 
that he should examine the books and ac¬ 
counts ot said officers at least once each year 
and oftener if necessary and sec that they 
were properly kept and secured from loss or 
accident, and if was further provided that he 
should have the custody of all official bonds 
given by the city officers, and in support of 
these obligations, your petitioner refers your 
Honorable Bodies lo Sections 3. 6 and 15, 
under the title “City Controller’ 1 in Thomp¬ 
son's'Digest of the Laws and Ordinances re- 
laiing to the City of Pittsburgh, edition of 
1897. 

Your petitioner says that the City Controller 
did none of these tilings, and especially that 
he did not audit (lie accounts of the said 
William C. Moreland once a year, nor did tie 
audit them at the end of the official term end¬ 
ing February 1, 1892, but on the contrary 
thereof did represent Lo your petitioner that 
he had examined and audited and settled 
these accounts, aud that they were ail right. 

And your pettlioner further represents that 
it was (he duty of the City of Pittsburgh, as it 
Is tiie duty of any person, or corporation hold¬ 
ing a bond upon which they are sureties, to 
give the surety prompt notice upon the dis¬ 
covery of any default or defalcation upon said 
bond, but your petitioner avers that the audit¬ 
ing department of the City of Pittsburgh or Us 
auditors appointed by It, hud discovered the 
defalcations and defaults, under tiie bond of 
William C. Moreland, during the term expir¬ 
ing February 1, 1892, several years before any 
notice was given to your petitioner thereof, 
and in fact your petitioner had no notice 
whatever of such defaults, or of any claim 
made under said bond against your petitioner, 
until the bringing of an action by tiie City of 
Pittsburgh against your petil loner and his cn- 
surily in February, 1897, in the Court of Com¬ 
mon Pleas No. 1 of Allegheny County, at 
No. 482 March Term, 1897, aud before suit had 
been brought as aforesaid against voui peti¬ 
tioner, tils co-surety William Vankirk and tiie 
said principal, William 0.

Gk.ntlemen:— On May 13, 1897, a contract was 
made by the City of Pittsburgh with Jona¬ 
than Clark Sons & Co., of Chicago. Ill., for the 
construction of a reservoir in Highland Park, 
amounting to about 8425,000.00. After repeated 
notices from me to complete their contract, 
and they having practically abandoned their 
work, I was compelled to give them notice to 
cease all work, and that I would complete 
the same under the authority vested in me 
by ihe terms and conditions of the contract. 

This contract was made and security given 
for Its faithful performance under the laws 
and ordinances of the city In force at the time 
the contract was let. Since that time an ordi¬ 
nance has been passed by your honorable 
bodies changing the tribunal for the final de¬ 
cision of ah questions or disputes arising 
under the contract, from the Director of 
Public Works to the Mayor of the city. 

I have been advised by the City Attorney, 
Clarence Burleigh, Esq., and by my personal 
counsel, I). T. Watson, Esq., that unless Coun¬ 
cil .» repeal this ordinance so far as it Is appli¬ 
cable to the Jonathan Clark Sons it Co. con¬ 
tract, their sureties will be relieved and dis¬ 
charged from any further liability. The bond 
given by them is ior the sum of $o 00 , 000 .

Dear Str:—W e believe the new self-pro¬ 
pelling engine with its Increased power to 
throw great volumes of water will prove of 
great service in protecting property and sub¬ 
duing conflagrations. The severe test given 
the new engine in Boston proves their great 
efficiency. We are glad to know that you 
propose to add one of these new and powerful 
engines to the Fire Department in our city: 
and used in connection with the new water 
tower which you have already ordered, your 
firemen will be able to give protection to tbe 
occupants of the upper floors of our modern 
sky-scrapers, which under previous and pres¬ 
ent conditions seems almost Impossible. In 
our judgment the new self-propelling engine 
will be far more useful than two fire boats in 
our harbor. The only thing we fear is that 
■with the present small water mains, and.lim¬ 
ited pressurebelow Grant street, the best re¬ 
sults would not be obtained from the new 




















engine. Our Board of Fire Underwriters 
through its committee have had numerous 
interviews with the Director of Public Works 
on this subject, as well as that of additional 
tire plugs in the lower or congested port of 
the city, but have never realized results from 
the many and repeated promises. If the ‘26- 
inch water main now laid as far west as Brady 
street could be extended to the Court House 
it would be of great value when a strong 
pressure is necessary, as in the case of a big 
fire. We venture to hope that the wise men 
in Council will some day soon see the propri¬ 
ety of changing the present plan so that the 
fire pings and water mains in the lower por¬ 
tion of the city at least shall be placed under 
Hie control of the depariment charged with 
the protection from the waste of fire of the 
large buildings and their contents of great 
value. If such were the ease the responsibil¬ 
ity for great losses would be more definitely 
fixed and the blame, if any, be placed. 

We take this opportunity to express the 
thanks of the Board of Fire Underwriters for 
tiie disposition you have always shown to 
comply with the requests we have made of 
you as Director of Department of Public 
Safety. The splendid additions you have and 
are making to the Fire Department will add 
greatly to the present equipment of the very 
excellent department.

The motion presented to-day by the member 
from the Twenty-third ward is not in accord¬ 
ance with Rule 8 In regard to Joint sessious, 
as follows: 

RULE vm. 

JOINT SESSION. 

Section 1. 

Councils may, on motion made and carried 
In both branches, meet in joint session, for 
debate and action ou any ordinance or resolu¬ 
tion pending In either branch. In such joint 
session a vote by Council may be called for by 
any seveu members, in which case the con¬ 
current affirmative vote of both branches 
shall be necessary for the passage of any mo¬ 
tion, resolution or ordinance. 

Now, Mr. President, when an ordinance or 
resolution Is presented It must be referred to 
a committee, and consequently this resolu¬ 
tion is not in order in conferring with Select 
Council on the matter. 

President McCandless— I only know that 
Select Council is ready for joint session, from 
the statement of Its Clerk, and rule that it Is 
in order. 

Mr. Douglas—D o you know when the reso¬ 
lution was presented and when adopted? 

The Chair— I don’t know that. 

Mr. Douglas—C ould it not be found out? 

The Chair—I rule that the joint session is 
In order. 

Mr. Douglas—I appeal from the decision of 
the Chair. 

The appeal having been sustained, Mr. Mc¬ 
Neil, of the Twenty-tlrst ward, seconding, 
president McCandless called Mr. Leslie 
to the Chair. 

Mr. Leslie— The contention Is that we can¬ 
not hold a Joint session on a resolution not 
offered prior to the meeting now being held, 
the question being on sustaining the Chair, 
and l will put the question. 

Mr. Douglas— Mr. Chairman, my conten¬ 
tion In regard to this matter Is based noton 
my own opinion or on a forced Impression of 
any parliamentary law, but on the reading of 
the rules adopted for the guidance of this 
Council: “All ordinances for the appropria¬ 
tion of money or for entering into a contract 
whereby the city may be liable for money, 
shall be read In three different meetings or 
Councils, unless by a three-quarters voteof the 
members present.’ 1 In connection with that 
I want to read from Rule lv., Section 3, page 37: 
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RULE IV. 

Section 3. No ordinance shall be passed 
except by bill, and no bill shall be so altered 
or amended on its passage as to change its . 
original purpose. 

No bill shall be considered unless referred 
toacommittee, returned therefrotn and print¬ 
ed for the use of th members, and when a 
bill is returned from committee with a nega¬ 
tive recommendation, s iid bill shah be print¬ 
ed only upon order of either branch of 
Councils, 

No bill shall be passed containing more than 
one subject, which shall be clearly expressed 
in its title. 

Now, gentlemen, here is a resolution, and it . 
is not necessary for me to enter Into an ex¬ 
tended discussion of it. It was not intended 
lo have any other meeting of this or the Select 
branch, and I say to you that this is wrong, 
illegal, and that it cannot be tested by this 
disregard of the rules you have adopted to 
control and guide you in the conduct ot city 
business in this branch. 

Taking this latter rule in connection with 
the other rule, it shall be referred to a com¬ 
mittee. You can refer it toa committee to¬ 
day, but to come in here and ask a body of 
reasonable, intelligent men, men looked up 
to, from the least to the greatest, by the citi¬ 
zens of Pittsburgh, to come in here and 
stultify themselves by voting for a resolution 
which Is wrong on its face, I leave it to your 
calm judgment that if you will take the 
irouble to read the rules I have read you will 
agree wilh me that this resolution, as presents 
ed by the gentleman from the Twenty-third 
ward, is out of order. 

President McCandless— In the first sec¬ 
tions read it is very plain as to what is the 
duty of Councils In a resolution of this char¬ 
acter. On page42, Rule viii., Section 1, “ Coun¬ 
cils may, on motion made and carried in both 
branches, meet in joint session, for debate and 
action on any ordinance or resolution pend¬ 
ing in either branch.” 

Now, since we have thiB message from Select 
Council that this resolution is in Select Coun¬ 
cil and pending, it is a question of the highest 
privilege that when a message of that char- 
acier comes from either branch, that It would 
be nothing but right and courteous that we 
should accede to their request. In regard to 
Rule iv.. Section 3, on page 37, this resolution, 

I claim, does not come under the construction 
of that clause at ail. It has nothing to do 
with it. 

The Chair (Mr. Leslie) put the question 
“Shall the ruling of the Chair be sustained?”

REPORT OF THE SUB-COMMITTEE AP¬ 
POINTED TO INVESTIGATE THE AC¬ 
COUNTS OF THE BUREAU OF HIGH¬ 
WAYS AND SEWERS. 

Your sub-committee reports as follows: 

That Immediately upon their appointment, 
on March 7, 1900, the undersigned members 
organized and began the inquiry Into the ac¬ 
counts of the Bureau of Highways and Sewers, 





































wit h reference to the peculations of Samuel 
T. I’alsley, superlntetident of said bureau, in 
the public funds, and the inquiry has been 
prosecuted dally since, and with the greatest 
expedition possible consistent with thorough¬ 
ly ss and accuracy. 

Your committee, at the outset, ventures to 
call your Hlleutlon to the apparent, fact that 
it has labored under the greatest difficulties 
and obstacles. Beyond the general statement 
of ttie Director of the Department of Public 
Works, made on March 9th, BHD (see copy 
attached hereto and marked Exhibit B), the 
committee has received no extraneous aid 
whatever. Practically the whole amount of 
the fraudulent transactions reported herewith 
have been discovered by F. A. Kimball, City 
Auditor,and Joseph E. i^ewis, City Controller, 
wonting under the direction of the committee, 
and tlte committee desires, at this place, to 
testify to the painstaking and conscientious 
elfutsof Messrs. Kimball and Lewis in that 
behalf. 

The committee hoped, in the early stages of 
Its deliberations, to receive assistance and 
in formation from the Department of Public 
Works, and outside sources, and particularly 
from the persons who assisted said S. T. 
Paisley in the matters above named, but, 
unfortunately for this view of the matter, the 
press at that lime published articles asserting 
the criminal liability of ail parties having in 
any manner participated in said transactions, 
or even having any knowledge of same; and 
immediately thereafter the committee learned 
that that, source of information was closed 
thenceforth. The committee, thrown back 
upon its own resources, was then compelled to 
formulate a theory, from t tie scant know ledge 
of the methods pursued by said 8. T. Paisley, 
In order that It might work intelligently, and, 
groping in the dark, as it were, with little or 
no assistance, but always hoping to receive 
some Information from the persons who were 
disinclined to testify, it was not able to take 
the public Into its confidence, and was com¬ 
pelled to conduct Its investigations behind 
closed doors. 

From the very necessity of the case the com¬ 
mittee was unable to state Its reasons for this 
action, and while much criticism was aroused 
from the unthinking and the prejudiced, the 
committee followrd the usual course of All 
investigating bodies under the same circum¬ 
stances, by disregarding its critics, the mem¬ 
bers relying upon their belief that the result 
of their investigations would fully justify 
such a course, in which belief they were re¬ 
assured from day to day as the work pro¬ 
gressed. 

From the little Information available It was 
discovered very soon that the methods of said 
H. T. Paisley In abstracting the public mon¬ 
eys were exceedingly simple. At. the end of 
esch month he added to the payroll in his 
office, with the connivance and assistance of 
certain of his employes, the names of certain 
existing persons, who were at the time, or 
formerly, employed by the city, In his 
bureau, or else the names of fictitious per¬ 
sons, commonly called ‘‘dummies/’ with the 
amounts alleged to be due. The pay-roll so 
made up was sworn to by himself and the 
Director of the Department, and delivered to 
tiie Controller, lie received a warrant for 
each of the names so added, for the amount 
set opposite the respective names, which war¬ 
rants he presented and had cashed, either at 
the City Treasury or at some bank or place of 
business, sometimes endorsing the name of 
the payee "per 8. T. Paisley/'and sometimes 


forging the name of the payee, either by dis¬ 
guising his writing or, in many cases, without 
attempting any concealment whatever. 

The whole process, plainly, was so simple, 
so crude, so easy of discovery and used so 
often {nearly one thousand times), that It is 
apparent that, the slightest supervision would 
have detected the practice at any time during 
the twelve years ofits continuance. 

On March 9, 1900, the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works furnished the following 
written statement to the committee, without 
dates or other specific details, viz ; 


‘‘James Roberts.......51,234 52 

"James Jones. 424 50 

"William Smith. 731 26 

"William Hill. 1,807 26 

"Joseph Brown. 1,545 75 

"Samuel Taylor.. 852 01 

“-Wagener, Erb & Bruelhide . 348 75 

‘•Charles Kelly and John Blair. 1,663 60 


And Informed the committee that all of the 
above, except Joseph Brown. James Roberts, 
Wagener, Erb and Bruelhide were fictitious 
persons, and that Joseph Brown was said S. 
T. Paisley's coachman, and James Roberts 
was his butler, and the other names were the 
names of city carpenters, who had built a 
stable for the private use of said S. T. Paisley; 
that the amounts set opposite their names 
had been fraudulently taken from the city 
treasury by said 8 T. Paisley, on the false 
pretense that said sums had been earned by 
the persons named in the service of the city 
as employes in said bureau. 

The committee, believing that investigation 
would develop more names, and details, de¬ 
termined to call in ail the foremen and time¬ 
keepers, which was done from day to day, 
after some delay. Each person so called was 
asked to identify all the names of his own 
district on the payroll, from the date of the 
beginning of his employment down until 
March 1st, 1990. All unidentified names being 
noted, a reierence to the warrants issued In 
such names became necessary to discover 
what endorsements appeared on the warrants 
and to trace the proceeds thereof. 

This work being necessarily slow and 
tedious, consumed from March 16th to March 
26tli, 1900, the time from March 26, 1900, to 
May 28, 1900, was spent in going over and sort¬ 
ing out and exaruiugthe warrants required, 
some 250,009 being handled for the purpose. 

During the progress of this work it gradu¬ 
ally was perceived that the system followed 
by 8. T. Paisley was as above described, and 
that the proper course to follow to make the 
audit thorough and complete was to examine 
the endorsement of every warrant Issued in 
the bureau from March, 1893, the dale of said 
8. T. Paisley’s appointment as superintend¬ 
ent, down to March, 1900, the date of his 
resignation, and all tile warrants issued to 
employes and team contractors in the third 
district (the East End district), from 1887 until 
1898, during which time lie lmd charge of said 
district; also for all the warrants during tiie 
time last named, for work done in Highland 
Park, of which he then had charge. 

The results were startling, but bore out the 
results of the committee. Documentary evi¬ 
dence was discovered, which, unless explain¬ 
ed away, showed a fraudulent misappropri¬ 
ation of $52,979.93. Out of about 80,000 war¬ 
rants issued for said bureau it was revealed 
that said 8. T. Paisley had endorsed about 
1,000 warrants during the twelve years lnvesli-

gated, using the names of about two hun¬ 
dred persona, some existing, some fictitious, 
some teamsters, for large sums, but most 
laborers, for smaller amounts. 

The result was then tabulated with the 
greatest dispatch, and appear in the alpha¬ 
betical list returned herewith, covering 
ninety-eight typewritten pages, and showing 
a total of the amount misappropriated of 
$52,913.93. 

The committee, recognizing perhaps some 
of tire items contained in this statement 
might be shown to have been paid over to the 
persons in whose names the warrants were 
issued, immediately called upon the parties 
concerned and certain employes of the de¬ 
partment for their testimony. This was met 
by a ready response on the part of all who 
could be found, with the exception of the Di¬ 
rector of the Department. The great majority 
of the witnesses desired were the persons who 
were named as payees in the warrants en¬ 
dorsed by said S. T. Paisley, as above describ¬ 
ed. The result of a diligent search was, tnat 
most of the persons desired could not be lo¬ 
cated. 


Out of about one hundred names of payees 
sought for but five were produced. The com¬ 
mittee held nightly sessions in the Control¬ 
ler's office, from May 28 till June <1, 1900. A 
stenographer was employed, whose notes of 
testimony taken at said meetings. The com¬ 
mittee desires to be considered as a part of 
this report and returns the same herewith. 

The items reported by the Director of the 
Department (see Exhibit B) aggregate$3,107.56. 
This should be charged against, the depart¬ 
ment as an admitted amount. The work of 
the Auditor shows the total sums reported to 
be approximately correct, and it is therefore 
reported at the Director’s own figures. The 
payroll for the l'ike street fire, reported by 
the Director as wholly fraudulent, amounts 
to $1,096.12. 

The committee received evidence proving 
satisfactorily that the sum of sixty-six dollars 
($66) was actually paid by said S. T. Paisley to 
certain persons for amounts actually earned 
by the payees named In the warrants, and in 
addition it was testified that a further sum of 
between six hundred and seven hundred dol¬ 
lars was paid by said S. T. Paisley to certain 
persons, whose names are unidentified, but 
who actually rendered service to the city, but 
the latter sum beiug so indefinite in amount, 
and the testimony being so vague as to the 
persons to whom it was distributed, the com¬ 
mittee does not deem it proper to allow any 
credit for it, until the pay roll, said to have 
been receipted at that time, be produced, and 
the credits definitely shown. The following 
amounts paid lor hauling, viz:

are shown to be wholly fraudulent. 

Every one of the warrants, the amounts for 
which aggregate the above sums, were en¬ 
dorsed and cashed by said 8. T. Paisley. The 


persons above named all appeared and testi¬ 
fied that said S. T. Paisley never puid said 
amounts to them and that the city was not 
indebted to them in said sums. The remain¬ 
ing iLems shown on said alphabetical list have 
not been accounted for, and in the absence of 
satisfactory proof or a proper charge against 
the department. Ail these warrants were en¬ 
dorsed and cashed by said S. T. Paisley, and 
the money, having thus been traced into his 
hands, and no evidence having been received 
that he paid it out, nor that, the sums named 
therein were due from the city, the committee 
charges him with the full sum. 

Thus the matter stands as follows, viz:

Accompanying this report, and the notes of 
testimony, will be found, as above stated, a 
detailed schedule In alphabetical form, show¬ 
ing names of payees, warrant number, date 
of payment and amount of each of these 
fraudulent vouchers. 

The in vestlgation, so far as made, has been 
limited to the payrolls, and did not extend to 
the supply and material accounts, as to have 
covered the whole field would involve a large 
amount of time and labor, anu prolong lu- 
diflnitely the work of the committee. 

This sub-committee, as will readily be per¬ 
ceived from the resolution authorizing It (a 
copy of which is attached, see Exhibit C), is 
directed to Investigate the accounts of the 
Bureau, for the conduct of which the Director 
is responsible, and it is not called upon to 
prosecute anybodv, but feels that It Is riyht 
and proper to report the degree of culpability 
attaching lo each of the parties Implicated, 
for the information and guidance of Councils 
and the proper officers In determining what 
further steps should be taken. 

8. T. Paisley Is shown, beyond a doubt, to 
have caused a number of fictitious names lo 
be placed upon the time books, to have re¬ 
ceived the warrants issued, endorsed the same 
and had them cashed; also, to have forged 
the name of Wm. Glew, and other living per¬ 
sons, by writing their names across the back 
of warrants made to their order, and obtained 
the proceeds. 

Albert Crawford was time-keeper and gen¬ 
eral foreman of the third district. He seems 
to have carried on t he lime books of the dis¬ 
trict, during all these years, the various fic¬ 
titious names and the private servants em¬ 
ployed by Paisley, and falsified the time of 
ihe teams. The instances of Ids misconduct 
are so numerous as to preclude recital, but are 
shown by the notes on the alphabetical list. 

It. H. Negley, Jr., as cierk in the third dis¬ 
trict, seems to have entered on Uie time books, 
in 1892 and 1893, a number of the supposed 
fictitious names, including George Barber, P. 
Conroy, Geo. Grant, Jus. Hopkins, Kobt. Mc¬ 
Nally, R. Itumbaugh, Ed. Schriber, Sam’l. 
Stewart et at. When called before the com¬ 
mittee he professed to be unable to recognize 
his own handwriting, and made an exceed¬ 
ingly unfavorable impression. 

John S. Gillespie, as Uine-keeper and super¬ 
intendent of the first district, carried the 
names of John Blair and Charles Kelly, fic¬ 
titious persons, upon fils time-rolls, receiving 
from Paisley eacti month a statement of the 
time to be allowed them. 
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John H. Pender, tlme-keepor in the first dis¬ 
trict. » so carried Hie names ofJohn Blalrand 
Charles Kelly on Ills time books, under in- 
stniciions from Gillespie, and made up false 
time books for ilie Pike street fire, under 
Paisley's Instructions, and swore to the pay¬ 
roll. 

It does not appear, however, so far as your 
coninditee can ascertain, that any of lliese 
subordinates profited in any way by these 
frauds, and your committee believes that 
none of litem hud any dishonest intent, but 
simply acted as directed by Paisley, without a 
proper realization of what they were doing. 

in reyard to K. M. Bigelow, Director of the 
Department of Public Works, the committee 
reports as follows: 

By vhtue of the resolution creating it, the 
committee culled upon the Director, at the 
beginning of Us dellbemi Ions, for his assist¬ 
ance and all the Information in Ills posses¬ 
sion. Beyond appearing at the first and sec¬ 
ond meetings, and making a general state¬ 
ment of the subject matter muter investiga¬ 
tion, lie furnished the committee no assist¬ 
ance or information whatever. He did not 
enter into any detail in ills explanation, nor 
did lie allow 1 tie information given to be put 
into written form. He stated that he had re¬ 
ceived an anonymous communication several 
months previous to the month of March, 
WOO, notify Ing hfm that said S. T. Paisley was 
carry Ing the names of fictitious persons upon 
the payroll of said Bureau, lo which commu¬ 
nication he paid no attention ; that on Satur¬ 
day morning, March 3, 1900, he received a sec¬ 
ond communication of a similar character, 
and being led thereby he, on the same day, 
questioned George W. l^ayng, chief clerk or 
said Bureau, and wasinformed by said George 
W. Layng that said charges were true; that 
he gave no credence to nor attempted to make 
any Investigation of said charges previous to 
Mnreh 3, 1900, and that lie was induced to 
make the same by receipt of said communi¬ 
cation, The Director did not then, nor at any 
oiher time, exhibit to the committee the com¬ 
munication which lie asserted he had re¬ 
ceived. 

Your committee finds and concludes from 
the evidence received by it that said state¬ 
ment was untrue; that said E. M. Bigelow 
knew of the peculations of said 8. T. Paisley 
nrevi >us to the time stated by him; tliat lie 
began to procure evidence relating thereto 
two days previous to the third of March, 1900, 
and your committee further concludes that 
he received his Information at some other 
time and In some other manner than slated 
by him. 

Your committee reports further that said 
Director thenceforth furnished no assistance 
nor gave any further information to the com¬ 
mittee, but, on the contrary, delayed the in¬ 
vestigation and harrassed the committee. 
Having volunteered to procure the attendance 
of certain employes to Rive testimony, he de¬ 
layed their appearance fora considerable time; 
having been requested to furnish the time- 
books kept by the bureau, he delivered copies 
of the same, except in a few instances, when 
he furnished the originals. 

On May 2d, 1900, your sub-committee re¬ 
quested the said F.. M. Bigelow to appear 
before H to furnish evidence as to certain 
facts known to him. and to give further 
assistance to the committee. He did not 
appear, and on May 29, 1900, at the request of 
the committee, the Hon. Win, J. Diehl. Mayor 
of Pittsburgh, issued a subpoena directing 
him to appear before the committee on May 


31, 1900, which subpoena was served upon 
him; that lie did not appear in response Io 
said request and subpoena, neither did tie 
reply to same, nor take any notice Ihereof, 
except to express, from day to day, in the 
public press, opinions in derogation and dis¬ 
paragement of the committee, and of its 
members, in the most violent and extreme 
language, thereby attempting to bring dis¬ 
credit. upon the work of the committee and 
to annoy and harass the members thereof In 
their investigations. 

The committee believes that said E. M. 
Bigelow had a great knowledge of the matter 
tinder investigation, which he feared might 
imilcute that he was privy to the peculations 
of said 8. T. Paisley, for along time prior to 
the announcement of same, or, at least might 
show gross negligence and carelessness on his 
own part in the management of his depart¬ 
ment, and that he pursued the course above 
described in the attempt to divert attention 
from himself and his conduct of said depart¬ 
ment, and in order that he might not be com¬ 
pelled to divulge and admit his knowledge of 
the actions of Baid S, T. Paisley, or his own 
negligence in not having sooner discovered it. 

The committee reports, further, that the 
said E, M. Bigelow, on some occasions, know¬ 
ingly signed and made affidavit to blank 
sheets of paper, upon which payrolls were 
afterwards made np, and that the payrolls so 
made up were never Inspected by him, and 
that thus the said S. T. Paisley was enabled, 
without the slightest risk, to place upon said 
payrolls the names of persons who were not 
in the employ of the city. 

Your committee, finally, finds and con¬ 
cludes that the said E. M. Bigelow, as Director 
Of said Department , exercised such little con¬ 
trol and supervision of said Bureau, and was 
so grossly negligent and careless in his con¬ 
duct of same, that said S. T. Paisley was able, 
during the whole period of the incumbency 
of said E. M. Bigelow, to defraud the city with 
absolute impunity, In the manner and to the 
extent above described. The methods fol¬ 
lowed by said 8. T. Paisley in defrauding the 
city, as above described, were so simple and 
so easy of detection, and were continued in 
for such a great space of time, that it must be 
conceded that the responsibility of explain¬ 
ing same must rest upon his superior officer, 
the Director of the Department.

Tlie specifications under which this con¬ 
tract wasawurded are, in jny opinion, open 
to (tie most serious objections, and I cannot 
believe that they were drawn with the in¬ 
terest of the city or the taxpayers in view. 

In former years the specifications under 
whicii siicli contracts were awarded by tbe 
Department of Public Works provided as 
follows • 

“First.—Said pavement to be of Trinidad 
lake asphalt, with a total thickness of 8% 
Indies, composed of concrete foundation 5 
inches, binder 1% inches, asphalt surface 2 
inches, total indies. All asphalt used in 
tills pavement will be dug or taken directly 
from the asphalt lake owned by the Govern¬ 
ment in the Island of Trinidad, on account of 
its well-known and uniform good quality, 
and this asphalt will not be mixed or adul¬ 
terated in any manner with the products of 
coal tar or of asphalt obtained from other 
localities In the Island of Trinidad or else¬ 
where. or of other inferior bituminous ma¬ 
terials of any kind.” 

It will bo se-n I ruin this that at the time 
these specifications were in force Trinidad 
hike asphalt was considered the only stand¬ 
ard asphalt fit to be used in pavements In ihe 
Cl tv of Pittsburgh, and all oilier asphalts 
were excluded. In the specifications which 
succeeded to ones above mentioned it was 
provided that: 

“The asphaltum used shall be known as 
pitch lake Trinidad, Bermudez, Kentucky or 
that produced in the State of California, and 
must be equal in quality to that mined from 
pitch lake on the Island of Trinidad.’’ 

Again in these specifications Trinidad lake 
asphalt was made the standard, and all as- 
plialturns onl 'lde of Trinidad pitch lake, Ber¬ 
mudez, Kentucky and California, were ex¬ 
cluded, and even the Bermudez, Kentucky 
and California asplmltums were required to 
be iquul in quality to that mined from the 
pitch lake on the Island of Trinidad. Thus it 
will be seen that Trinidad lake asphaltum 
was the standard asphaltum for Pittsburgh 
streets, and any tiling below that was evi¬ 
dently regarded as undesirable and improper 
materia! wlili which to pave a street of this 
cliy. These further provisions are also to be 
found in these specifications: 

“The bidder must deposit with the Director 
of the Department of Public Works, four (4) 
days before the time of making his bid, sam¬ 
ples of materials lie intends to use, together 
with certificates and statement as lollows: 

“1. Specimens of asphaltum, with a cer¬ 
tificate slating where the usphalLum was 
mined. 

“2. A specimen of the asphaltic cement, 
with a statement of the elements of the com¬ 
position of the bituminous cements used in 
the composition of tbe paving surface. 

“3. Specimens of the sand i»tended to be ' 
used. 

“ 4. Specimens of pulverized carbonate of 
lime, granite or quartz intended to be used. 

“5. Specimens of the asphaltic rock, with 
a certificate orotherevideuce that it is of even 
fabric and a product of the first quality and 
from the mines hereinafter designated. 

“8. A statement of the location and Ihe 
capacity (In square yards per day) of the works 
or factory where the paving material is pre¬ 
pared.’ ” 

You will see. therefore, that these specifica¬ 
tions also included I lie very important and 
highly necessary condition that the bidder 


who bids to furnish any one of four kinds of 
sisphalt must, at least four days before the 
time of making his bid, deposit with the 
Director of the Department of Public Works 
samples of Ihe materials he intended to use, 
together with Die certificates and statements 
mentioned above. This enabled the Director 
of tlie Department of Public Works, as well 
as Councils, the Mayor and all city authori- 
tb'S, to know exactly just what the contractor 
was bidding upon and proposed to furnish, 
neiore the bids were even made or opened, and 
thereby the interests of the city and Lhe tax¬ 
payers were amply protected. 

Now we come to the specifications under 
which tbe contract in question was awarded. 
They were recently drawn to govern the bids 
on this particular contract as well as llie bids 
on twenty-five (25) other similar contracts 
which were awarded at the same time by the 
Department of Public Works, and for which 
re-olutions approving Lhe contracts were 
parsed by your honorable bodies and are now 
before me, namely: C. C, No. 291, O. C. No. 292, 
0. C. No. 298, 0. C. No. 298, 0. C. No. 299, 0. C. 
No. 800, U. U. No. 302, C. O. No. 803, C. C. No. 301, 
C. C. No. 306, O. C. Mo. 307, <J. V. No. 310, U. C. 
No. 312, C. O. No. 313. (J. C. No. 315, C. C. No. 344, 
C. C. No. 352, C. C. No. 354, C. C. No. 355, C. U. 
No. 350, C. C. No. 359, C. U. No.361, C. C. No. 363, 
0. (’. No. 385, V. C. No. 368. 

These new specifications contain the follow¬ 
ing : 

* 340. The asphalt shall be such as has been 
used for making tbe wearing surface of sheet 
asphait pavements for a period of at least five 
years, and which has during this period 
shown itself to satisfactorily withstand the 
actions of travel and the elements, and no 
aspnalt will be permitted to be used until sat¬ 
isfactory evidence as to its merits has been 
furnished to the Director. 

“369. The contractor shall furnish, fme of 
charge, to the Director, as often as tie may re¬ 
quire, samples of the refined asphalt, heavy 
petroleum oil, asphaltic cement, and of all 
other ingredients entering into the manufac¬ 
ture of the mixture, as well as of t,he mixture 
itself, in suitable cans and boxes.” 

Under these new specifications a bidder 
may bid to furnish land asphalt, or any of 
the objectionable and worthless asphalts at¬ 
tempted to be used in this country, and which 
under tile former specifications above quoted 
were barred from our city, and neither the 
Director oi the Department of Public Works, 
Councils, the Mayor or any of the city author¬ 
ities can ascertain until after the formal exe¬ 
cution of the contract what kind or quality of 
asphalt he proposes to use. All asphalts, 
however worthless, in fact, are comprehended 
within these new specifications. You wifi 
notice that the bidder is not required to fur¬ 
nish any stipulation whatever before the exe¬ 
cution of a contract which binds the city, 
neither lias any stipulation been furnished in 
tliecase of the particular contract in question. 
Under the express terms of these specifica¬ 
tions Die contractor is not required to furnish 
specimens or samples of the asphalt to be used 
until after the con tract is executed, and should 
he then furnish specimens or samples, in the 
judgment of all parlies uuflt to be used for 
paving the streets of our city, it would be too 
late to object, because they would be fairly 
comprehended within ttie terms of the speci¬ 
fications, and the coutract would already have 
been formally signed and sealed between him 
and the city. 

In the late case of Loughrey and others 
versus the City of Pittsburgh and others, a 
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{11)1 In Kqulty fli-nl In tlie Court of Common 
Pleas No. 1, of Adcgiieny county, at No. 221 
March Term, 18k', which \v;is a proceeding re- 
lilting entirely to tIre pavement used upon 
Klmdy avenue, in this city, the Director of the 
Department of Public Works and a multitude 
of oilier wiitic sen, testified that Trinidad 
land asphalt, and several oilier asphalts men¬ 
tioned in the t‘ stlmony, were absolutely unfit 
to be used iii the paving of public streets. 
The Dfreclot’s testimony upon tills point was 
positive and decided,one question ami answer 
being as follows ; 

“Q. in your opinion, would It have been 
proper to have paveu Shady avenue with land 
usphalt ? 

“A. No, sir/’ 

Tne entire testimony oi the said Director, 
and of the other wiun sses, was that laud 
asphalt would, in course of t ime, disintegrate 
and ruin the pavement, It not running regu- 
htily.and being, therefore, a substance wholly 
mint to be used in such work. Oilier asphalts 
were condemn' d in po-ittve lunguag-, and 
the testimony was, and the Court so decided, 
that Trinidad pilch lake asphalt was the only 
standard pavement, and Dint all pavements 
should he laid with Trinidad pilch lake 
asphalt, or some oilier asphalt equal u> it in 
every respect. 

The courts having so decided, and at the 
same time decided that the specifications for¬ 
merly in force were proper and good, and 
sufficient in every respect, I cannot see my 
way clear to approve specifications which are 
In direct opposition to the former specifica¬ 
tions, and which permit the bidding amt suo- 
sequent placing upon the highways of this 
city of asphalts proven and decid' d in the 
above mentioned case to be unlit for such me. 

Then, again, the bids exclude fair competi¬ 
tion, lor the reason that no contractor really 
knows what he is bidding on, or for or against. 
It is clearly manifest that tne contractor 
bidding for the proper material, namely, Trin¬ 
idad pilch lake asphalt, or some oilier asptiait 
equal to It, must of necessity be compelled to 
put in a much higher bid man the contractor 
who bills for some h ss fit or some absolutely 
worthless usphalt. Neither of them is com¬ 
pelled to stipulate which quality of asphalt 
tie is bidding upon, and no city official can 
tel) by an Inspection of ihe bid which quality 
he Is to furnish, what quality the city Is to 
get, or which bid, therefore, is the lowest and 
best, bid lor the city. 

I can also sec bow the collection from Ihe 
property-holders of the municipal liens for 
the paving of streets might be rendeied Im¬ 
possible should a poor quality of asphalt be 
used, and the street, therefore, improperly 
paved.- No property -holder, I believe, In law, 
could under such circumstances be compelled 
to pay his assessment. The large sums of money 
which have been lost to the city by reason of 
UchnicallUcs connected with street paving 
should lie an Inducement to compel the Chief 
executive to voio any measure which even 
tenued to jeopardize any further the city’s 
tinance-, and make it itie duty of the proper 
officer to so frame spiciflcations that no ques¬ 
tion whatever could be raised concerning 
them.

Tho petition of the Consolidated Gas Com¬ 
pany, of the city of Pittsburgh, respectfully 
represents: 

That it is a corporation of the Common¬ 
wealth of Pennsylvania, incorporated by the 
Act of Assembly approved May 19th, 1871, 
P. L. (1872) 1309, for the general purpose of 
manufacturing and selling gas. 

That under the provisions of Section 5of the 
Act of Assembly approved April 17tli, 1874, 


the said Consolidated Gas Company, of the 
city of Pittsburgh, on June 15th, 18118, pur¬ 
chased all of the franchises and property, real, 
personal and mixed, of the Pittsburgh Gas 
Company, which said company thereafter 
ceased to exist, and the said franchises and 
property were vested in your petitioner. 

That llie said Pittsburgh Gas Company was 
a corporation of the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania, incorporated by the Act ol Assembly 
approved March 16th, 1848, (P. L. 213), for the 
purpose of supplying with gas-tight ttie cities 
of Pittsburgh and Allegheny, and such indi¬

The foundations of the tower building are 
considerable below the foundations of all the 
adjoining property. In order to put In our 
foundations we had to shore up, underpin 
and brace all the abutting property owing to 
the condition of I tie surrounding buildings 
and tiie nature of the work; it wus very slow, 
as we had louse I lie utmost care to prevent 
accidents and damages to the said buildings. 
All tlie work had to be done In short sections 
and was necessarily slow, we, however, ac¬ 
complished it without any damages whatso¬ 
ever.

Zollinger, of the Thirty-sevemh ward, was 
unable 10 make any headway, as he could not 
pull through the mud, and when the ground 
was frozen hard enough it was too cold for 
his men to woik; this went oil for the above 
mentioned period. When we got ready for 
the concrete and stone work the weather was 
so severe aud cold that the urehiiect, Mr. 
Bair, and the inspector on the work refused to 
lei us work, as, of couise, we could not do 
satisfactory work, and it was only when it 
was not lrecziug that we could douny woi k,“us 
per the orders of the architectThen, again, 
the adjoining house had to be underpinned 
and shored lip before we could do any woik 
on the upper side of the building; this look 
about three weeks; we could not get the owner 
of the said properly to do anything until 
we were finally compelled to tun me matter 
into the hands of tlie eily Building Inspector, 
who took immediate action, und we got an 
order to go ahead and protect the properly, 
which we did. All the above, taken logelher, 
we were delayed for ilie above mentioned 
time. After we got tlie building plastered, 
and after a consultation with the architect. 

In order to have a good and perfect Job of in¬ 
terior wood woik we decided to let the work 
stand until it was thoroughly dry of its own 
accord, that is, not to force the drying in any 
way; this was a delay of allot her month; this 
was necessary on account of Mulshing the in¬ 


terior of the building in oak. We, in order to 
do a perfect job of interior work, have not 
pushed it. as you know to do work well and 
lasling U takes time; however, we have not 
been negligent in any way,as we have always 
had a good force of men working and nothing 
but. the very best of mechanics. We have alBO 
been delayed by trades strikes and oilier con¬ 
tingencies beyonil our control. First, lhe 
bricklayers’ strike, and then the plumbers’ 
strike; and, of course on account of it being 
public work we could not work any but 
union men, as we could not afford to antag¬ 
onize the trades union. 

We have been especially anxious to do a 
good piece of work, anti we think ibat ttie 
building shows for itself, and we sincerely 
hope that you will take all the above into 
consideration and grant us the extension 
asked for. Of course, it may not take all the 
time asked for; we intend to finish and com¬ 
plete the work just as soon as we can now 
consistent with good workmanship, and we 
will give you the building just as quickly as 
it is possible to do so. 

Hoping that the above mentioned facts 
will be a sufficient reason for granting us the 
extension asked for.

Gentlemen: —I havethe honor to transmit 
herewith the report of F. A. Kimball, C. 1*. 
A. Auditor, relative to his examination of the 
accounts of the several Weigh masters. 

While it is gratifying to note the fact that 
all moneys due the city from ibe respective 
scales have been paid into the treasury, I feci 
it my duty to call y our attention to a condi¬ 
tion which imperatively demands some uction 
on ti e part of your honorable bodies. 

After the passage of the present City 
Charter, the control and direction of the 
Weigli Scales Was assumed bv llie Director 
of (lie Department of Public Works. He ap¬ 
pointing ttie Weigh masters, and fixing me 
percentage <>f gross receipts to tie retained by 
tlie appointees as compensation for the man¬ 
agement, of the sc.lies. Tile report of the 
auditor shows the percentage thus fixed to 
be varied, running at 50, 55, (15. 75 anil 85 tier 
cent. 

Under date of September 5, 1909, the Director 
ofilie Department of Public Worns raised 
the question as to iiis autlioriiy in the prem¬ 
ises, and investigation fails to show any as¬ 
signment of cl i net ion or aiuhoiiiy over the 
weigli scales lo the director. 

Under the provisions of the city code, it 
appears the control of tlie weigli scales is 
vested entirely in the Committee on Finance, 
winch, if put into operation, would be a step 
backward, for in the adoption of the City' 
Charter, tlie purpose Intended and believed to 
be wise, was ilie separating of (lie executive 
function from the legislative, 

I would ask, therefore, the passage of such 
regulations as would place the Director of the 
Department of Public Works, in charge of 
ilie several weigh scales, located throughout 
the city. 

Numbers of verbal complaints, both by the 
weigh mom-erg ami those requiring i lie use 
of the CHy Scales, have been made, with 
reference to ttie schedule of rates now In op¬ 
eration. One complaint In particular, be¬ 
cause most fieqib-uiJy made, I here note: 

Sand, each load, one ton or less. 5c 

Each additional ton or fractional part 
thereof..... 3c 

The schedule does not Include stone, and it 
therefore comes under general weighing, wiili 
the following result: 

Each draft, less than one ton. 15c 

Each additional ton or fractional part..,. 10c 


The adjusting and revision of the present 
schedule of rates 1 believe to be necessary, 
and your attention is respectfully called 
thereto. 

Your attention is finally called to ibe rev¬ 
enue derived by the eit.v from the bn-iness 
done by the welghmasters. In a number of 
instances, the scales appear to entail expense, 
and yield no revenue. The notable exception 
being the Tenth Slreet Scales; and in that 
case Mr. Wrn. Sipple informs me that lie 
cannot afford, on the basis of 50 percent., to 
continue the management of said scales, pro¬ 
testing the last payment, made by him of 
$271.28, and claiming the change had been au¬ 
thorized from a 50 lo a 75 per cent. fee. Find¬ 
ing no record of tills, and being unable to ob¬ 
tain any evidence to that effect, ttie claim was 
disallowed and the money paid. 

Should tills reduction be made in the 
future, it. is a question if the cost of building 
scales, and maintenance thereof, will not ex¬ 
ceed Hie revenues derived. 

In conclusion, to meet tiie features in which 
your attention lias been especially called, I 
have prepared an ordinance, which Is respect¬ 
fully presented herewith, witli the request 
that it be considered by your honorable 
bodies, and passed, if it be found proper and 
right.

Honored Hut:— 1 learned wiih deep interest 
Dial the Central Hoard of Edneaiion laid 
asked the city of Pittsburgh for #100,000 lo be¬ 
gin a Technical School, no doubt lo obtain for 
llie bright youth of (he High School the es¬ 
sentia] :ulvnnluges which technical education 
lit our day affords. 

For many years I have nursed the pleasing 
thought that I might he the fortumile giver of 
tt Technical Institute to our city fashioned 
upon ihe best models, for I know of no insti¬ 
tution which Pittsburgh, as an industrial 
center, so much needs. I postponed moving 
In Ihe matter because I wished the Carnegie 
Institute to he fairly launched upon its 
new developments before drawing Ihe 
attention of Plnshurgh to the Technical 
Institute. The action of the Educational 
Hoard, however, impels me lo step forward 
now and ask that, J may he allowed to do 
Wliat i have long wished lo do for Pittsburgh. 

I have given much attention to Technical 
Schools both in the United Stales andCre.it 
Britain during the past f«w years. The work 
now being done by ihe Technical Institutes in 
Boston and Worcester, the I)rexel Institute in 
l’oilitilelptiitt, ltie Pout Institute in Brooklyn, 
tlie Amour Institute in Chicago, ts most en¬ 
couraging. 

In Ureal Britain Ihe Keithley Institute anil 
the Halifax Institute, which J visited In Sep¬ 
tember last to distribute ihe prizes to Die 
students, gave me quite a surprise; nearly 
one-hall of the 1,100 students in llie former, 
and hilly one-half of the 1,400 in the latter 
were \otmg men and women workers, during 
Hi day, improving themselves in various 
studies pertaining to their crafis in Die even¬ 
ing classes of these Institutions. I told these 
students that ibis fact impressed me more 
titan any other. 11 recalled an essay written 


by my grandhil her loCobbcl’s Ileglster, which 
that great man pronounced the most valuable 
communication ever published in ihe it.-g s- 
ter. It was entitled “HandlcaiIon versus 
lleadicatlon;’’ in that article my grandfather 
tlinnlmd God that In lil.syouth lie had learned 
to make and mend shoes. 

It. is really astonishing itow many of Die 
world's foremost, men have hegtttr as manual 
laborers. The greatest, of all, Shakespeare, 
was a wool-carder; Burns, tv plowman; Co¬ 
lumbus, a sailor; Hannibal, a blacksmith. 
Lincoln, a rui’-qditter; Grant, a tanner. I 
know of no better foundation from which to 
ascend than manual labor in youth. 

We have two notable examples of this tit 
our own community, whose fame Is world 
wide. George Westtnglmnse was a mechanic; 
Prof. Br,.shear a mill wiiglit. 

I believe that a first-class technical school, 
probably as large ns that of Worcester, would 
develop intent, talent around us to such ex¬ 
tent iis to surprise the most sanguine. 

If the City of Pittsburgh will furnish a site, 
which I hop** wilt be of ample size for future 
extensions. I shall he delighted to provide Ihe 
motley for such a school, taking care lo pro¬ 
vide room for additions lo Die buildings, lo 
meei rite certain growth of Pittsburgh. 

J would endow it with SI .000.000 five per cent, 
goal bonds, yielding a revenue of 1150,000 per 
year. 

The rare ability with which the Trustees of 
the Carni gte Institute have managed It. and 
the results which have so surprised and grati¬ 
fied me, naturally lead me to beg these gentle¬ 
men to lake charge of the Technical Institute 
and iis endowment. I had only lo plead that, 
their Increased labors were for ihe good of 
Pittsburgh, to he assured by everyone that I 
have so tar had an opportunity of consulting, 
that ihey would gladly assume the enlarged 
responsibility. 

I propose, theiefore, Mr. Mayor, to Include 
Ihe Technical .School with the Institute, and 
have therefore made Its endowment equal lo 
the taller. 

There are many questl nis to decide, involv¬ 
ing investigation, careful study and much 
labor; among these, whether fees should he 
Charged, ns at the Armour, Drexel, Worcester 
and Boston Institutes, and, in fact, 1 might 
say all the technical schools, or whelher we 
can taken new departure and arrange that 
the students of the High School, for instance, 
should have i he doors of the Technical School 
open to them free. 'This and many other 
questions must lie left to the Commission. 
But I am in a position to assure you that the 
Commission is prepared to face the problem, 
and Dial my heart is In the work.

Giktlemkn:- I herewith transmit to your 
honorable bodies a communication received 
from the hands of Mr. Andrew Caro* gle, un¬ 
der date of November 15,1909. Iu this letter 
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Mr. Carnegie proposes that if the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh will furnish a suitable a ite, lie will pro¬ 
vide u11 ihe money (or a pol.vteeimle;iI Insti¬ 
tute. He will also endow It with #1,000,0(10five 
per cent, gold bonds, yielding a levenue of 
#50,000 a ye«r. The rnutmgemeni ol the school 
and its endowment, Mr. Carnegie desires, 
should he undertaken by the Board of Trustees 
now having charge of tiie Carnegie Institute, 
comprising the library, art gallery, museum 
and music hall. Tile proposition of Mr. Car¬ 
negie is hereby submitted for such aciiou as 
Councils m iy deem proper. 

In tills connection I desire to say that the 
offer of Mr. Carnegie i- one the value of which 
Is beyond measure. We have continu . 11 y tie- 
fore a- tiie evidence of the great good that has 
and is being accomplished by tlie generous 
gift he lias already made to this city, I be Car¬ 
negie insi itute. Tiie means of enjoying art, 
music, science and literature, with their edu¬ 
cating influences, have been brought within 
reach of every citizen of Pittsburgh. They 
have been a great benefit to ilie present gen¬ 
eration, and it Is beyond ques ion that they 
will exert a powerful ..nd ben.-llcent influence 
over the generations to come. 

A poly technical institute, such as Mr Car¬ 
negie proposes to establish in Pittsburgh, will 
be of unbounded benefit. To a manufaci tiring 
center such as ttiis its worth cannot, be esti¬ 
mated. The Central Board of Education has 
recognized the need of such uti institute, and 
the magnificent proposition of Mr. Carnegie 
places within reach of toe city at a hound 
what it would lake a long time, to obiaiti by 
the ordinary method of providing for the cost 
In the tax rate. Mr. Carnegie’s only condi¬ 
tion is that the city provide a suitable site, 
witli ample room for future extension to meet 
the certain growth of Pitishurgh. I trust 
Councils will accept ibis splendid gift.

Honored Sir:—I learned wii ti deep interest 
that tiie Central Board of Education had 
asked the City of Pittsburgh for #100,000 to be¬ 
gin a Technical tSchool, no doubt to obtain tor 
the bright youth of ll.e High School the es¬ 
sential advantages which technical education 
in our day affords. 

For many years I have nursed tiie pleasing 
thought that I might be the ronuiiate giver of 
a Technical Institute to our coy fashioned 
upon ihe best models, for I know of no insti¬ 
tution which Pittsburgh, as an Industrial 
center, so much needs. I postponed moving 
in ihe matter beenu-e I wished the Carnegie 
Institute to be fairly launched upon iis 
new developments before drawing the 
attention of Pittsburgh to tin* Technical 
Institute. The action of the Educational 
Board, however, impels me to step forward 
now and ask that I may be allowed to do 
wimt I have tong wished 10 do for Pittsburgh. 

I have given much attention to Technical 
Schools botli in the United Suites anuGre.it 
Briialn during the past f.-w yeais. The work 
now being done by ihe Technical D stuu.es in 
Boston and Worcester, tiie Dre.\ei Insiitute in 
Philadelphia, the Pratt Institute in Brooklyn, 


the Armour Insiitute in Chicago, is most cn 
oouraglng. 

In Great Britain the Keith ley Institute and 
the Halifax Instil life, which I visited inSep- 
temher last, to distribute tiie prizes to line 
students, cave me quite a snip Ise; nearly 
one-half Of the 1,100 sindents In tiie former, 
and fully one-half of the 1,400 In the latter 
were young men and women workers, during 
the day, improving tliemseiv.s In various 
studies pertaining to their crafls In the even¬ 
ing classes of these instit nl ions. I told tin tie 
students that this fuel impressed me more 
Ilian any other. It recall dan essay written 
by invgrandfather toOubbct’s Kegi-ier, which 

that great man pronounced the must valuable 
communication ever puhli-hed in die Regis¬ 
ter. It w;ts entitle! “Mandieniion versus 
Hendicutlon;” in I bat. article my erundfniiier 
thanked God that in hi* youth lie had learned 
to make and m.-nd shoes. 

Ii is really astonish ng how many of the 
world’s foremost men have begun o* manual 
laborers. Tiie greatest °f all. Kh-ikespeiue, 
was a wool-carder; Burns, a plowman; Co¬ 
lumbus, a sailor; Hannibal, a blacssmitli, 
Lincoln, a rail-split t--r; Grant, a tanner. I 
know of no belter touudntion from which to 
ascend titan manual labor in youth. 

We have two notable examples of ibis In 
our own community, whose fame is world 
wide. George Westlngliou.se wus a mechanic; 
Prof. Hr..shear a millwiight. 

I believe that a first-et .ss technical school, 
probably as larg ns that of Worcester, would 
develop latent t ti lent around us to such ex¬ 
tent as to surprise the most sanguine. 

If (lie City of Pittsburgh will furnish a site, 
winch I hope wilt be of ample size for future 
extensions. I shall tie delighted to provide the 
money for >ucb a s.-tiool, taking cure t<V pro¬ 
vide room for additions io ilie buildings, to 
nieei the Certain growth of Pittsburgh. 

I would endow it with #1,000,000 five percent, 
go d bonds, yielding a revenue of #50,000 per 
yen r. 

Tiie rare nbillty wlih which the Trustees of 
tiie Carn. gle Institute have managed it, .did 
Ihe results which have so smpris m and grati¬ 
fied me, naturally lead me to beg these gentle¬ 
men to lake charge of Lite Technical Institute 
and its endowment. I had ouiy io p ead Mint 
their increased labor- were for the good of 
Pittsburgh, to he assured by everyone that I 
have so (ar had an opportunity of consulting, 
that hey would gladly assume tiie enlarged 
responsibility. 

I propose, therefore, Mr. Mayor, to include 
the Technical School with the insiitute, and 
have therefore made its endowment equal to 
the latter. 

There are many questions io decide, involv¬ 
ing investigation, ear ful study and much 
labor; among these, whether f es should tie 
chnrgen, as nt the Armour, Drexei, Worcester 
and Boston institutes, a nd, in (act, 1 might 
say all ihe technical schools, or whether we 
can taken new departuie and arr.nge that 
ihe students of the High School, for instance, 
should have i he doors of the Technical Sc.out 
ouen to them free. This and many oilier 
questions must he left to Hie Commission. 
But I am in a position to as-ure you that the 
Comml-si. >ii is prepn i ed to face ihe problem, 
and that my heart is in tile work.

Mr. W r . A. Magee arose and said: 

Mr. President.— I W4is chosen Chairman 
of j'our special committee, which was sent to 
Harrisburg last week to sta-te the views of 
Pittsburgh Councils on new charter legisla¬ 
tion, ami I wish 1o make report of our visit. 
At the hearing before the Senate Committee 
on Municipal Affairs. City Attorney Burleigh 
as spokesman for your committee, presented 
the views of the Councils of tills City. 


There were some statements made before the 
Senate Committee (not by members of the 
Coiloeiiniamc Committee) about which I 
wish t.o say something now. Tnere was a com- 
mi 1 tee present from the East End Huaid of 
Trade, and among I is ill. tubi rs were two yen- 
11. men who belong in this body. They were 
not ihere to represent tins body, but to state 
another case. Mr. Crawford, I believe, was 
sookesman of II le Board of Trad- tom 111 II be. 
He made Charges, some of which I believe are 
true. He charged me uf bein^ a brother of C. L. 
Magee. Well, I will have to plead guilty of 
that relalinnslup. Chris, will admit tiiai, too. 
He also cnarged that W. A. Magee. Ir., was a 
nephew. I will have to admit mat also. He 
also cliaiged me with being chairman of the 
Finance Committee of Councils. And again 
I must plead guitly. These are simply a 
sample ol some of ttie things said, widen 1 re¬ 
gard as impertinent. 

He entered intoan arraign meat of the City’s 
administration, which I would ike to answer 
now, as the opportunity was not presented 
then. 

It was charged that millions of dollars were 
lying Idle in the City depositories of Pitts¬ 
burgh, as the resuliol the saleof bonds. Now 
I will have 10 admit that, too; If the money 
was not In the depositories, where should It 
be? The people ol this gieat Clly voted lor 
the Issue ofthe bonds, by which these millions 
were raised. The gentleman arraigned the 
City government for acts at the time of the 
bond issue. At that time it was necessary 
lor Councils to pass certain ordinances, and 
certain duties devolved upou the Finance 
Committee, and Councils were compelled to 
pass ordinances in accordance wlili the will 
of the people in that respect. Those bonds 
were Limed and sold at me best figure ever 
received for bonds In this City. To meet 
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the expanses of new improvements in the 
City, and In order that the government might 
not be Impeded in its work, funds 
were necessury. We Issued bonds, sold them, 
got the money and deposited it where it has 
been drawing interest ever since-three per 
cent, until the first, of December and cvo per 
cent, from that time. And now ttie City gov¬ 
ernment is arraigned for. so doing. It is t he 
first 1 line I ever heard of the officers of a cor¬ 
poration being so arraigned for doing a wise 
and Judicious act. 

Another speaker at Harrisburg brought 
forth a mass of figures relating to the growth 
and advancement of our City in the past 
twenty years. These same figures were used 
by tile same speaker during the campaign 
wheu H. I.Gourley was a candidate for City 
Controller, and they were used in the next 
campaign, when Uourley was again a candi¬ 
date. The difference was that the first time 
they were used lor Uourley, and the second 
time against him. I mvself have some of 
those figures, which I secured from our City 
Controller, covering the progress of the City 
from 1880 until 1900. 

In 1880 the assessed valuation of the City 
was about 890,000,OOU, and in round numbers 
the net debt amounted to $14.0(10,000. I have 
noticed that the assessed valuation has in¬ 
creased ever since triennially. This year the 
assessed valuation of this City is about $ 300 ,- 
000,000. The net debt, which twenty years ago 
was about 814.000,000, is piactically the same 
now, In spile of the increase in assessed 
values. And if the money now lying In de¬ 
positories was applied to the debt it would be 
less now than twenty years ago, in spile of In¬ 
creased values. I have never before known a 
community to be so arraigned for growing 
rich iu twenty years. 

1 do not think that an assessment of 8300,- 
000,000 on this city is an excessive one. From 
my own knowledge I do not find the ap¬ 
praised value of land nearly the value put 
upon it by purchase and sale. Ten years ago 
my business associates and myself bought 
property on the street where we do business, 
and paid about 82,000 a foot lor it, A short 
time ago property on the same street and 
almost adjoining sold for 84.000 a foot. I find 
the same thing true out where I live. And if 
the City wants io buy a piece of land the own¬ 
ers put double, triple and even five times the 
assessed value on it. 

They say that the City money Is being 
squandered and that our town is badly gov¬ 
erned. People from all over the country are 
sending their money here for investment. 


They are buying our City bonds and our man¬ 
ufactories, and ar»- establishing great corpora¬ 
tions here. We have had a marvtdous Increase 
in Industries during the past 20 years; our 

opulation lias Increased wonderfully; we 

ave practically rebuilt our City, until now 
we have a fairly decent flrsi-ciass commu¬ 
nity. 

The men who stood in the background 
during t bis advancement and never helped It 
along In any way are the people who have 
arraigned the City government. The way 
wealih has accumulated here is like the story 
of Aladdin's Lamp. Money lias been made In 
real estate here from simple Investment and 
sale. I am surprised to hear, in the face of all 
Ibis, that we are living iu a city poorly gov¬ 
erned, and among a den of thieves.

To the Presidents and Members of Select and 

Common Councils: 

Gjcnti-emkn I herewith transmit to you, 
in compliance wltu law, the uuiuial reports 
of the various city departments for the past 
year, together with the estimates of the 
directors as to what appropriations they deem 
necessary for properly conducting their re¬ 
spective departments during the current 
year. I also submit the annual r.-port of the 
Beard of Assessors showing the valuation of 
taxable properly as per the triennial assess¬ 
ment. 

Ido not consider it necessary to discuss in 
detail the estimates of the directors, as they 
speak for themselves. I would respectfully 
suggest, however, that in the Interest of 
economy It would be well io pare the appro¬ 
priations closely wherever this can be done 
without crippling the efficiency of the depart¬ 
ments. 

The citizens of Pittsburgh to-day have much 
of which, justly, they can be proud. Great 
strides have been made in the matter of im¬ 
provements, and few cities have as clean and 
well paved streets, fine parks, complete 
sewerage systems or as efficient fire and police 
departments. The Bureau of Fire, in par¬ 
ticular. has become one of the best equipped 
In the country. In every respect the city is 
enjoying an era of material prosperity. As 
to the morality of the city, there is little can 
be said that Is not known to every citizen. 
There Is not a public gambling house in the 
city, the selling of pools has been entirely 
suppressed, vice and crime of ail sorts are at 
a minimum Bunday is observed as in few 
municipalities, and Pittsburgh, on the whole, 
can be favorably compared with any large 
city. 

With all the improvements that have been 
secured ohd the advantages that are enjoyed, 
the rate of taxation in Pittsburgh Is not as 
high as in many of the large cities and it Is 
by no means excessive I would respectfully 
urge, however, that with the completion of 
the improvements now In progress, it would 
be well lo rest for a few years hi the matter i f 
undertaking any more extensive improve, 
meuts. This would afford an opportunity for 
gradually reducing the debt of the city und 
the mllJage. 

It is with pleasure that I respectfully cull 
attention to Lhe harmony that exists between 
all departments of the city government and 
the unlioim courte-y with wnieh every citi¬ 
zen is received in any office in which he may 
have business to transact,. (Joinplaints, which 
at one time were not infrequent, are a. most 
unheard of, and any citizen is assured of the 
considerate treatment at the hands of city 
official or employe to which he is entitled. 

I would respectfully call the attention of 
Councils to recommend ■ lions made by the 
National Board ol fire Underwriters us fol¬ 
lows: (I) “lhe present ordinance regulating 
fire limits and the construction of frame 
buildings should lie amended so as to include 
territory that is rapidly becoming a central 
and important part of the city. (2) There is 


a necessity for additional legislation relative 
to the storage of oils, dynamite combustibles 
and dangerous explosives in the congested 
seciions of the city; the quantity should be 
limited and lo that extent the possible dam¬ 
ages to life and property be measurably de¬ 
creased. (3) At least «5 additional fire 
hydrants should be located within the district 
bounded by the Allegheny river, to Ohio and 
Monongahela rivers, Fourteenth street to 
Liberty avenue. Liberty avenue to New Grant 
street.. New Grant street to Seventh avenue, 
Seventh avenue to Grant street. Grant slreet 
to Fifth avenue. Fifth avenue to Boss street, 
Boss street to Diamond street. Diamond 
street to Try slreet to Water street. (1) The 
4-inch and 6-inch diameter mains noiv latd In 
the principal streets within the busiiwss sec¬ 
tion should be replaced by pipe of not less 
than 8 inches in diameter.” 

I would respectfully suggest that Councils 
give consideration to the matter of assisting 
in furnishing summer playgrounds for chil¬ 
dren. By virtue of an Act of Assembly ap¬ 
proved June 26th, .,s95, school boards are 
authorized to permit the use of school 
grounds for park or recreation purposes by 
the public, and city authorities are empow¬ 
ered to make arrangements with corpora¬ 
tions, individuals, etc., f r the enlargement, 
improvement and care of properties which 
they are willing to donate or tease for public 
para or recreation purposes, and to make all 
nee ssary expenditures for the same. The 
city possesses several small parks which 
could be utilized for this purpose and afford 
pleasure to many children. Snyder’s I’ark 
in tiie Twelfth ward is now us. d by the city 
for the storage of pipe, etc., and I would sug¬ 
gest that it he placed in pruper condition and 
utilized for recreation purposes. An expendi¬ 
ture of probably $50 would place a part, of lhe 
Bedford avenue basin property In good condi¬ 
tion for a playground. I would tespectfully 
recommend that a small appropriation be 
made to cover the necessary repairs and any 
damage that might result from the use of 
these properties for playgrounds for the chil¬ 
dren. 

I would again respectfully call the attention 
of Councils to the importance of establishing 
one or mure free baths along our rivers. They 
would certainly tend to reduce the loss of 
life ny drowning, which alone should be 
sufficient cause to warrant their consiruc¬ 
tion. 

The passage of an ordinance prohibiting 
ex pec tonitlng on the sidewalks is a measure 
I would most heartily urge as an important 
step in the way of cleanliness and preserving 
heath. An ordinance Is In force prohibiting 
expectorating In street cars and public con¬ 
veyances, and while it is not us rigidly 
enforced by the traction companies and ilicir 
employes as It should be, some good has been 
accomplished and the prohibition sho ,Id be 
extended to the sidewalks. 

As Councils will probably be called upon 
this year to nume some new streets or change 
the names of old ones, 1 would resoectfully 
cull to the attention of your honorable bodies 
the fact that there is not a street or square In 
Pittsburgh bearing the name of Fill, the 
English statesman after whom the cit. is 
named, nor has there ever been a statue 
erected In this city In ids honor. In Charles¬ 
ton, ». C., there Is a statue erected as a tribute 
to his memory in recognition of ills dealings 
with the .vinei'icati colonies, including secur¬ 
ing the repeat of the S.amp aci, etc. It 
Would be appropriate lo have at least a street 
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or square In Pittsburgh bear the name of 
Pitt. 

I would again respectfully suggest that the 
passage of ordinances now pending in Coun- 
cils. making better provisions for enforcing 
certain ordinances, as recommended by the 
General Ordinance Officer, would make the 
work of the ordinance officers more effective, 
afford better protection to the merchants or 
the city and increase the revenues of the 
city.

Sir:— I have (he honor to submit the report 
of the Department of Charities for the year 
ending November 30, 1900. 

You will also find a complete itemized 
statement showing In detail the receipts and 
disbursements for the fiscal year ending 
November noth, 1900, together with the esti¬ 
mate receipts and requirements for the fiscal 
year beginning February l, 1901. 

The Department furnished out-door relief 
for the past year as follows: 21,475 bushels of 
coal, 719 pairs of shoes, 599 railroad tickets, 
and 75 burial orders, and our ambulance 
made 319 trips. 

The. district physicians for the same period 
attended 1,503 patients, prescribing and com¬ 
pounding for the same 5,404 prescriptions, 
making 3,965 home visits, and receiving 2,046 
office calls. 


November 30, 1900, the Department had 
under its care and maintained 909 persons, 
(this is Vi% per cent, increase over last year) 
as follows: Ten at Dlxmont Insane Asylum; 
4 at State Asylum for the Chronic Insane* 
Wernersvllle; 23 at State Institution for 
Feeble-minded, Polk; 3 at Home for Colored 
Children; 8 at Concordia Orphans’ Home; 343 
at the City Home and Hospitals, (this is 9 % 
per cent, Increase over last year), and 618 at 
the Insane Department of the City Home, 
(this is 10 per cent. Increase over last year). 

We estimate the receipts for the coming 
fiscal year at forty-three thousand eight hun¬ 
dred fifty dollars ($43,850.00). 


We estimate the necessary running ex¬ 
penses at one hundred seventy-six thousand 
seven hundred dollars (8170,700.00). Deduct¬ 
ing the estimated receipts of 843.850.00 there is 
left but one hundred thirty-two thousand 
eight hundred fifty dollars (8132,850.00) to be 
furnished by Councils. 


We also estimate the cost of ‘ordinary’’ 
Improvements will be twenty-two thousand 
seven hundred dollars ($22,700.00) and the 
“extraordinary” improvements will be slxty- 
niue thousand dollars (809,090.00). 

In the ordinary improvements we have 
estimated new ambulance (1 in 12 years) 
K| 200.00; granolithic walks about new build¬ 
ings and grounds, 86,000.00; water plugs and 
pipe about grounds. *3.000.00; new fence, 
15 , 000 . 00 ; trees and shrubbery, *2,500.00; extra 
labor, #5,000-00. 

Since there Is a new Insane building under 
coutract w hich will be complete during this 
vear. we have for extraordinary improve¬ 
ments estimated furniture for new building 
and kitchen, thirty thousand dollars (130,- 
U0O.00; new dynamo (150 kilo watt), six thou¬ 
sand dollars: storage batteries (60 cells) six 
thousand dollars; ice plant (10 tons a day), 
twenty thousand dollars (*29,000.1 10 )* *> u 11 d 
for the same, five thousand dollars (SxOW.OO), 
water heater and purifier for boilers, two 
thousand dollars (*2,000.09). 
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We find no provision in the bond issue for 
furniture for new buildings. Our electric 
light plant at present is inadequate for the 
present buildings. 

It is impossible to have electric lights about 
tunnels, halls and cellars of buildings in day 
time, during dark and gloomy weather, when 
dynamo and engine are not running. There 
are but three ways of lighting these tunnels, 
halls and cellars at such times, either gas, oil 
or electricity by storage batteries. Gas and 
oil are extremely dangerous; they necessitate 
the carrying of matches through the build¬ 
ing, which Is against the rules of our institu¬ 
tion. There is but one way left to us—storage 
batteries. 

The ice plant Is being run to its utmost ca' 
paclty and cannot accommodate all our 
wants under the smallest accident to ice ma¬ 
chine, makes it most embarrassing to the 
morgue and storehouses. 

We find the water In use in our boilers (not- 
withslandlng the Alter) is full of foreign 
matter in solution. We can only reduce tne 
matter in the water to the minimum by the 
use of a water heater and purifier. The water 
heater in use Is guaranteed for two to three 
years on condition that no accident happens 
to it. What a serious matter it would be If 
we were deprived of the use of our boilers at 
any time, if but for a single day. So we have 
to be prepared for all emergencies in connec¬ 
tion with our boilers.

“Gentlemen:— It becomes my painful 
duty to announce to these OounclIs the death 
of our most prominent citizen, one for whom 
the city mourns—the Honorable Christopher 
Lyman Magee. What action do you desire to 
take?” 

Mr. fJ|»|M>rinnn, of Select Council, moved 

That a committee be appointed to draw 
up a suitable resolution. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And Messrs. Liipcrnuiii. Merleary, 
Piatt, Paul, Barry. KulilawH and I.am¬ 
ide were appointed on behalf of Select Coun¬ 
cil.

The Committee retired from the Chamber to 
draft the resolution. 

After a short wait the Committee returned 
and Chainnnn I'ppcriimu said: 

“Your Committee appointed to draft a 
suitable resolution on the death of Honorable 
Christopher Lyman Magee, begs leave to sub¬ 
mit the following: 

No. l)8fl. 

As the chosen representatives of the whole 
body of the people of Pittsburgh, we feel 
it a mournful auty to officially record 
the deep regret of this great communltyat 
the passing from all earthly activity of lie 
foremost and best-beloved citizen, Christo¬ 
pher Lyman Magee. 

Mr. Magee had faithfully served his native 
city in so many public capacities, and In his 
private life had so furthered its growth, pros¬ 
perity and general welfare, that, his loss will 
long be deeply felt in every branch of Its cor¬ 
porate and individual life. He drew his first 
breath upon its soil, and his last efforts were 
directed to the preservation and advance¬ 
ment of Its best Interests. 

Coming of an ancestry which was associ¬ 
ated with the city’s earliest beginnings, he 
Imbibed with his natal breath a local patriot¬ 
ism which grew with every year and which 
dominated his every action. He was filled 
with a great and honest ambition to succeed, 
himself, but there was nothing selfish about 
that ambition. Coupled with It was the de¬ 
sire, ever present, to have his fellow-citizens 
advance and prosper with him, to the end 
that their efforts, united with his own, might 
make Pittsburgh no mean city. And this 
ambition reached a rich fruition without an 
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net on his port that In any degree tarnished 
the great result or the character of him who 
achieved It. 

From tin- time he, with unselfish sacrifice, 
(Cave up opisirlnnlllcs for personal eduea- 
tlonal Improvement and entered, at the nee 
of 16,1 lie service of the city a* clerk to the 
t.'ity Controller, until ho laid aside, at Ills 
In men ted decease, the mantle of a Slate Sen¬ 
ator, w hie h had been unaolrnoindy conferred 
upon him by his fellow-citizens. and which 
he had mont worthily worn, he ever kept In 
view his city’* good, The faithfulness and 
ability he displayed In IiIh first public (amltlon 
sliced I ly led to hi* promotion to that of City 
Cushler, and then, at the earlv age of 28. to 
the Important and responsible post of City 
Treasurer, which he received directly from 
the hand* of the people by a flattering vote. 
Thin hint tw>nltlon he occupied with Hitch 
tldellty anu elllclency for two terniH as to win 
for himself the highest confidence of the 
people and to the great advantage of the 
city's finances. Then he gave long,-valuable 
and voluntary service as a member and 
President of the Hoard of Fire Commission¬ 
ers, and also as a member and Treasurer 
of the Sinking Fund Commission. 

When Mr. Magee’s Influence first became 
potent in aflalrs of the municipality Its 
finances were In had shape, but owing to his 
wise and prudent course and counsel Pitts¬ 
burgh years ago attained a i>oaltloii In the 
very first rank of American cities financially, 
so that Its obligations, which once had almost 
gone begging at a high rate of Interest and a 
discount, have been and are now eagerly 
sought after at a high premium and a phe¬ 
nomenally low Interest rale. His influence 
upon the Fire I>epartment and upon that of 
the police was also such as to transform Ihe 
Whole character of these services and to make 
safety and order reign where there had been 
Insecurity and disorder. In every other 
branch of the city’s affairs the same great 
Improvement followed the touch of his mas¬ 
ter mind, which overlooked no detail and 
which Insisted that nothing wns too good for 
Pittsburgh and Its people. 

When Mr. Magee first entered public life 
the city contained a population of about 
fj0,000, confined within a narrow area and sep¬ 
arated by distance and difficulties of trans¬ 
portation, communication and other harriers 
from communities which were closely akin 
and naturally belonged with It. Both the 
city Itself and these neighboring communities 
were suffering from the resulting division 
and from the lack of needed public Improve¬ 
ments. Mr. Magee clearly grasped the situ¬ 
ation, and by hlsenlighteneaand far-reaching 
private enterprise, supplementing the public 
acts he Initiated or performed, welded all the 
hitherto separated and Insignificant commu¬ 
nities Into one great city, now having a popu¬ 
lation of a third of a million Itself, while Its 
Immediate tributary territory possesses as 
much more, thus rearing for himself a monu¬ 
ment which shall last as long as Pittsburgh 
or Its memory shall endure. 

The consolidation of the city and much of 
It* marvelous growth were made possible by 
the greatly Improved transit facilities of 
which Mr. Magee was the prime mover, and 
which not only helped make Pittsburgh what 
It Is to-day, but brought prosperity fo many 
of Its people. The great public Improve¬ 
ments wrought under the auspices of the city 
authorities, which have transformed Its 
topography and Increased the means of free 
communication between it* various parts, 


were also very largely due to his Initiative 
and snp|K>rt. The provisions made for the 
recreation and amusement of the city's 
tteoplo always found In him a persistent and 
Influential advoeato. Childless himself, he 
loved all children,and every movement to 
Inereiise and Improve tlielr educational fuel li¬ 
lies end tticlr opportunities for rational en¬ 
joyment commandts) his approval ami assist¬ 
ance. lie was not con Unit to see Pittsburgh 
great only In population and ft* materia! 
Prosperity; he desired It to be the home of 
literature, science, music and the art*. As he 
himself once declared; ‘-The Character rather 
than the numbers of the population of a city 
makes It groat:’’ and tie was ever desirous of 
uplifting the character of Pittsburgh, 

While speaking of ills public official ser¬ 
vices and of his prlvnle acts which resulted to 
the public advantage, the record of things 
done by him who was lovingly best known to 
all as “Chris" Mngee would be Incomplete 
without allusion to Ids remarkably g. nlal 
personality, which made him loved hy all 
who knew him; his broad and munificent 
charity, which embraced all classes arid con¬ 
ditions of men’Ills unfading sympathy with 
those In trouble; his Ideal domestic life, and 
his unswerving belief In the beneficent father¬ 
hood of <Jod nnd the actual brotherhood of 
man. which prompted his heart to deeds of 
kindness, even to those who lind Injured 
him. 

But when paying this last tribute, and ex¬ 
pressing on behalf or this community the 
deep sorrow which every citizen of Pitts¬ 
burgh feels for his death, we are Irresistibly 
Impelled to once more recur to his afieetion 
for Ills native city, it Is said of t|neen Mary 
of England that when she was annul, to die 
she addressed her weeping attendants, say¬ 
ing: “Women, when I am dead, oj»en my 
heart, and there you will find written two 
names— Phllipand (Calais." And so Itennnot 
be doubted that if a similar otTlco could be 
performed upon him who was this city’s 
greatest and most fondly cherished citizen, 
there would bo found emblazoned upon his 
heart of hearts, along with the name of her 
whom he loved best, and to whom the whole 
city tenders Its slncerest condolence, that of 
his ever beloved Pittsburgh.

Mr. Chairman: 

“In rising to move the adoption of the reso¬ 
lution I desire to say but a few words. Mr. 
Christopher Lyman Magee was one of the few 
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in*'ii who, early In Hfo, saw the poHnlblllty of 
hultiihiK at tin* confluence of the Allegheny, 
Mohnni'iihela and Ohio rivers one of the 
greatest cltleM the earth could hold. Being *n 
far from the hen hoard, I’iltshurg could not 
have t lie juJ van lag cm of New York. Philadel¬ 
phia, Baltimore, Boston and other senisirl 
cities. NcvertheleHH he saw Its omxirlnnUte* 
nii<l M'ent great energy and gave hi* lime ami 
work lo make the city an grand an IIiohu. 

“H> nald to me recently that a man who 
would live for '20 yearn would nee Pittsburgh a 
city of I OOO.tiOO Inhabitants. Had he lived he 
Would lmveneen Ills prophesy realized. What 
thin city In and what It will tie It owen to 
Christopher Lyman Magee more than to any 
other man. 

"Am n friend 1 know of none who equaled 
him. He wan tny friend and I tried to he hln 
friend. He was a man of big, noble heart. I 
remember one ease of a man who had abused 
him, who had proclaimed that the office he 
lind Just vacated was rotten; that It should be 
Investigated. Tills man often sntd that .Mr. 
Mngee did not ad minister the olllce honestly. 
I wan present when that man who had lost 
the office he then held, called to see Mr. Ma¬ 
gee, saying to him, “I am ruined. I have not 
a dolla r between myself and heaven.” Chris 
opened Ids big heart and said; "What can I 
do for you?” The man replied: “If I had 
1*2,000 I could enter Into business and support 
myself and family. Chris Magee »nt down 
ami wrote a check not for$2,0ii0, but for $3,000. 
When the man had gone, I, knowing how he 
had abused Mr. Magee, snld. *Chr|s, I don't 
think that you should have favored him. 
He linn said the worst things of you 
any man could possibly say.' He turned 
to me. and when I saw Ills face l knew 
that I wan wrong. He said: ‘John, this man 
Is now without office, he Is poor and needs 
help. Never abuse a fallen foe. Help him to 
take care of himself.’ That was one of the 
noblest acts I ever heard coming from a liv¬ 
ing man. 

“And now. Mr. Chairman, I move the adop¬ 
tion of the resolution.’’ 

Mr. Itlirtmm said; 

Mh. Chairman:— 1 n seconding the adop¬ 
tion of the resolution, I want to add my 
small trdiute to the worth of our deceased 
Blend. It lias been my privilege to be sorn^ 
what Intimately acquainted with Christopher 
Lyman Magee ever since we were boys to¬ 
gether. In all that time I never knew “Chris” 
Magee to do a mean or » small thing. He was 
a big man tu every sense of the word. It Is 
rare Indeed to find such a combination of 
glfis in any one character as was embodied In 
tils. Quickness of perception. Indomitable 
energ> and perseverance, he had the longest 
head and most far-seeing mind of any man I 
ever knew. I think I can say that during 
the whole course of Ids life I never knew 
“Chris” Magee to make a mistake when 
guided solely by his own Judgment. 

His only weaknesses were those for which 
we loved him. They grew from his good 
heari. Far-seeing as he was In all ot her mai¬ 
lers, In looking after the welfare of his old 
friends, where their Interests were at stake. 
It became a matter of heart, a matter of him¬ 
self. Possibly the things that he did for them 
were not always good policy, bnt the question 
with him was, ”Wliat can we do to help 
him?” 

I feel, Mr. President, that the community 
has suffered an Irreparable loss. We have 
lost on counsellor, our friend. Politically 


speaking, we have lost our balance wheel. 
“Chris ' Magee was the one man who could 
bring everybody together. lie was our coun¬ 
sellor In dlltleulth-s. It there was trouble any 
place be would cal) the contending parlies to¬ 
gether, talk over the difficulty In a brotherly 
manner ami tiring lliem together an that they 
would go out harmoniously. 

This community will miss him; we will all 
tnlss Idm |ier»oimlly. I feel that one and all 
of us have lo«tn friend—1 might say a brother. 
I might talk for a long time and not l«* able 
to express a lithe of Hie feeling which Is In 
my mind at lbs present time. 1 feel as though 
a great calamity bad fallen ii|wn ns alt. We 
have suffered a loss which It will lake a long 
time to make us forget. 

Mr, lesllr moved 

That the city officials present la* In* 
Vlted to participate In these procis-dtng*. 
Which motion prevailed. 

And City Attorney Clarence Burleigh arose 
nnd said: 

Mr. Chairman ani* Mumh^ra or Ooun- 
CII.s: — Senator Christopher Lyman Mages 
Is dead. A strong, brave man has fallen. 
One who lived like a man, creating for him¬ 
self a glorious nnd a magnificent career. One 
who died like a man. lacing the Destroyer 
without a tremor, and falling Into that “sleep 
which knows no wakening," without a single 
pang or fear. 

But, oil, the nlty of It all Is this—yesterday 
he was, to-day he ts not. Hut yesterday tie 
lived and breathed, and wssone of u«. To-day 
he ts gone forever. Never again will his form 
he seen; Ills voice be henrd; Ills counsel 
sought; his aid be glvpn. He Is and will he 
bill a memory, sweet and pure *tls true, but 
always savored with the vain regret thstone 
so useful, good nnd iruly great should be 
taken In tils very prime. 

We shall and will remember him as one 
who hut a Tew shorl months ago w»s the very 
person Weal Ion of health and strength and 
manly beauty—with elastic step and winning 
smile, nnd cheery word and cheerful saluta- 
! lion for all. Life seemed to stretch laroutln 
' unbroken lines for him. and none other 
seemed to have such brilliant promise for ex¬ 
treme old age. 

Nearly perfection as a business man. he 
reared to the full the harvest Justly due to 
him nnd to his efforts, and with a lavish hand 
disbursed his tmuniy near and far. Of his 
i large philanthropies I do not speak. Hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars bestowed by 
him upon many Institutions here, made pos¬ 
sible the giving of benefits to multitude*. 
Kut I do speak of the dally and hourly bene¬ 
factions lo the poor and the lowly—the count¬ 
less churl ties to countless hundreds of our 
needy young and old, who otherwise would 
have never known the comforts, and, per¬ 
haps, the actual necessities of life, and also of 
the helping and constantly outstretched hand 
to aid ine weak, unfortunate and ohacure In 
Ihelr struggle to win the drendtul hattle of 
life. Most sympathetic, kind and manii was 
he, whose orders were tnat none should be 
sent away empty-handed—most beautiful and 
sincere was the religion of him whose motto 
It was to reaolve each morning of hts life to 
do as many kindly acts as pnsalbte do ring 
the entire day,and who kept this resolution 
sacredly. Into what better hands ooul d 
wealth and power have been placed? 

Asa cltlcen of this city he stood supreme. 
In his short llfr he saw Ills native town rise 
from a village lo a great metropolis, and had 



















the consciousness that to his individual 
efforts was Its rise and progress largely due 
No enterprise nor Institution exists lo-day 
but what to some extent acknowledges his 
wisdom, efforts and fostering care, and 
proudly points to him as one to whom all 
credit Is largely due, 

Wilh the masses he was an idol, and I speak 
but the words or soberness and truth when I 
say that more sincere and universal sympa¬ 
thy was felt for him In his long brave strug¬ 
gle, and more sincere and universal sorrow 
and anguish Is occasioned by his death, than 
was ever yet accorded to any human being 
withiu this state. 

No sculptured bust nor marble urn Is 
needed to perpetuate his memory—he still 
lives—he will always live in the hearts of 
those who knew him and of those who fol¬ 
lowed him, loved, honored and esteemed for 
what he was—for what he did. 

He was a leader In deed and In truth; men 
followed him—they were not diiven. Not 
only In municipal atfnlrs. but in the greatest 
actions of the state, yea, In the nation Itself, 
his voice and help was always asked and 
always given. The Chief Executives of this 
Com rnou wealth have all bowed to his wisdom, 
strength and sagacity, and more than one 
President of this great country has sought 
him for his personal friend. The highest of 
this land have boasted of his friendship, and 
he has been their counsellor, friend and 
guide. 

In our own municipal affairs he was pro¬ 
gressive, believing that progress is always for 
the benefit of the citizens. During his life all 
the great improvements in ourcity,and about 
which all parlies and factions boast, were 
inaugurated and finished. More than thirty 
years ago he conceived the Ideaofa paid fire 
department in this city, and constantly 
laboted in Its behalf from thut time to his 
death. For years we have had a most 
efficient fire department, resulting almost 
solely from his efforts, and to-morrow. Instead 
of by the great and mighty, all that Is mortal 
of Christopher L. Magee will be borne tenderly 
to Its last resting place by the hands of the 
lire laddies whom he loved so well. 

He was an ardent advocate of good govern¬ 
ment, municipal Improvements, public parks, 
the library project, tbe proposed Institute, 
and was the founder and donor of our present 
zoo. Rapid transit, which has so developed 
our city, was the child of his thought and 
fltinnciei tng. 

He was also one of the foremost Journalists 
of this country, and his newspapers rank 
among the first even In this great newspaper 
age. Closely allied wilh this was his well 
known affection for the newsboys, all or 
whom knew and loved their true friend 
‘‘Chris,'’ and the Newsboys’ Home of this 
city stands not only as a monument to extol 
his generosity, but also as a testimonial of 
the deep sympathy he had for these sturdy 
little fellows. 

Time will not permit the recounting in de¬ 
tail of his many other virtues, and of his 
many other sterling qualities, but If it can be 
truly said of any one that he has been a true 
friend and an honest, upright man, benevo¬ 
lent and charitable, generous to i he extreme, 
a splendid citizen, a great statesman, a real 
leader, and has so ordered his life that he had 
the sincere affection of all and the enmity of 
none—that man has not lived In vain, and 
whether he be stricken tn hts prime or Uvea 
to more than three score years and ten, he has 


accomplished, and well accomplished, his 
life’s work, and merits and will receive the 
longed-for verdict of “well done,” 

Towards the last, tossing upon his bed of 
sickness, he hud but one wish—to go home. 
To return to his beautiful house and be again 
among the friends of his boyhood and man¬ 
hood, and there toublde and rest. 

Upon an occasion such as this we pause a 
moment from tbe distracting and absorbing 
duties of life and take a short cut hack to the 
lessons we learned at our mother’s knee. It 
you will allow one of your own number to 
say without cant or hypocrisy what Is In bis 
mind, I will saylhat all intelligent men (re¬ 
lieve in the doctrine of the resurrect Ion and 
life everlasting beyond tbe grave. The book 
of books tells us that in that undiscovered 
country there are houses beautiful beyond 
Imagination. If deeds done in tbe body count 
for aught. Is it not surely true that when in 
the grey of Ihe early evening of Friday last 
the messenger came and beckoned him away, 
your friend and mine,—Christopher Lyman 
Magee, released at once from all suffering and 
pain and anguish, had his last wish gratified 
—and simply, went Home? 

Mr. I-enlie said 

Mr. Pres t dent:—I n paying tribute to the 
memory of our late friend, Christopher ' 
Lyman Magee, I hesitate, appreciating my 
inability at this time to appropriately express 
the true sentiments of my heart. Though he 
be dead, he still lives, and will long live In 
the memory of those who knew him. His keen 
Judgment, his apt conception, his words of 
wisdom, bis forcible nature made him a 
leader of men. The indelible Impressions he 
made in the hearts and minds of those with 
whom he associated will live to guide the acts 
and deeds of their future lives. His life and 
character stand as an example for the rising 
generation to follow. His very existence was 
so much different, so much greater and 
broader from every point of view than that of 
any other public man In this country. 

His acts of kindness, his deeds of charity, 
his love of wife, home and mother, hts loyalty 
to friends, his devotion to Ills native city, his 
phllantrophy to public Institutions, won for 
him a place in the hearts of all the people. 

Many eloquent eulogies have been delivered 
and great minds have written expressions of 
sorrow and exaltations about him, but in 
paying this last tribute to our departed friend 
I feel that no voice can express nor pen can 
write a eulogy that will clearly express the 
true sentiments and motives that were in¬ 
spired In tha heart of that great man—our 
friend and leader—Christopher Lyman 
Magee.

Be it ordained and enacted by 
the City of Pittsburgh in Select and Common 
Councils assembled and it is hereby ordained 
and, enacted by the, authority of the same , That 
no pel son shall play on any musical tnstru- 
menl in the streets or public places of the 
City of Pittsburgh, except as part of a funeral 
or military parade, authorized by Ordinance 
No. 941, approved December 15.1897, regulating 
6trect- perades, processions and street assem¬ 
blages, or a concert, parade, or celebration 
given by or under the direction of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania or the City of 
Pittsburgh, uuless licensed so to do by the 
Director of the Department of Public Safety, 
in accordance with the following provisions: 

First. The Director of the Department of 
Public Safety shall giant itinerant musicians’ 
licenses to persons over fifteen years of age to 
play on musical instruments in the streets 
and public places of the city; but no such li¬ 
censed itinerant musician shall perform as 
part of any procession or parade (except a 
funeral or mililary parade as above recited) 
In the streets or public places of the city, un¬ 
less licensed so to do under the provisions of 
section t wo of this ordinance. 

Skcxjnc. Applications for licenses to act as 
Itinerant musicians shall be filed at Ihe office 


of the Superintendent of the Bureau of Police 
prior to the first day of October, and shall i>e 
examined und reported on by the Inspectors 
of tiie police districts In which the applicants 
reside. The applicant shall st'ite ills name 
und address in full, and, If Hocused. Shall,, 
during the year, notify the Hunerlntendeiit nr 
the Bureau of Police at once of any changs of 
ills address. Much licenses shall expire on 
Ociolier first next succeeding their date. 

Thfru. No licensed itinerant musician 
shall perform In the streets or public places 
of the city before 9 A. M. nor after 10 P. M„ nor 
on Sunday, not within five hundred feel of 
any school, hospital or church, nor within 
three hundred feet of any other building, 
after a police olficer or Ihe occupant of ttie 
building lias notified him or them to desist, 
nor In, or In front of, anv licensed saloon. 
The provisions of tills section shall not apply 
to musicians accompanying processions. 

Fourth. Licensed Itinerant musicians 
shall, when performing In a public place, ex¬ 
cept when accompanying processions, wear 
upon their hat, cap, head-dress, belt, or In 
case of street piano of hand-organ, In the 
right. Iiitnd upper outside corner, the number 
of their license In bright metal Arable figures 
of not less than one Inch in length. 

Fifth. Licensed Itinerant musicians are 
forbidden to ring door-bell 1 *, knock at doors, 
or enter stores or public buildings for the puis 
pose of soliciting money. 

Suction 9. The Director of the Department 
of Public Safety shall grant collective licenses 
to bands of persons over flfieen years of age, 
whether licensed as itinerant muslctans or 
not, to play on musical Instruments, ut times 
to be designated in the license. In the streets 
and punllc places of the city, in company 
with designated processions, other than fu¬ 
neral or military processions as exempted In 
section one. The name Of the leader and the 
number of musicians shall be given In the 
application. 

Hkc. 3. Every licensee provided for by this 
ordinanse shall at all times have his license 
wltli him, and shall exhibit the same at the 
request of any police officer. The police shall 
require Itinerant musicians who a re uu known 
to them to exhibit ihelr licenses, and wilt 
promptly prosecute all unlicensed persons.
